THE SYSTEM OF BUREAUCRACY. 
DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 
PROSPECTIVE BOURBON BLISS. 

Bpectal Dispatch lo rhe Chicago J ribune, 

Wasuinaros, D. C., Dec. 17.—The Democrats 
to-day formally gave noticein the House that, 
upon the advent of Bourbonism to power, all 
efforts of the Geverai Government to assist in 
the education of the people will be discontinued. 
The witticism has proved true that the Demo- 
crats inteud to abolish educational institutions. 
They found, to their surprise, that some of the 
best Republicans in the House were as strongly 
opposed as they to the continuanceof the bureau 
system, touough vot quite so jond in their de- 
nunciations of it. in the debate on the Legisia- 
tave bili, Mr. Monroe, of Onio, spoke of the 
Educational Bureau as ‘‘a most ueeless instru- 
ment tor the dissemination of information.” 
Mr. 8. 8. Cox, who iast winter professed himself 
@ political eclectic, but has become a 
Bourbon leader since the elections, said 
that the Democrats propose to clean out the 
bureau svaiein, root ana brauch, avdif it could 
not be done tis session it would be the next, for 
bis party,if is cannot control the Senate and 
pass laws, can prevent the passage of laws. This 
Was accepted asa pretty impudent statement of 
Democratic policy. Another Demociai gave this 
classical Bourbon detinition of the function of 
the Educational Bureau. ‘It is tne means of 
rolling ali education into the hands of the led- 
eral Government.” The Urangers will be glad 
to know that Sam Cox, Bourbon-[clectie candi- 
date tor the Speakership, declares tuat it will also 
be the policy of his party to abolish the Agricul- 
tural bureau.

WASHINGTON, DL. C., Dec. 17.—lThe House, in 
Committee of the Who.e, with E. H. Roberts in 
the chair, took up the Logisiative Appropriation 
ili. 

Nothing of public interest occurred in the eon- 
sideration of the bili uctil the paragraph wae 
reached which makes provision forthe Bureau 
of Ikducation. A proposition fo increase the 
clerical force of the Bareau was made by Mr. 
Monroe, and advocated by himself, Messrs. 
Hoar, and Pownsend, and was opposed by Frye 
and Cox. ‘The laiter avowed his hostilitv to the 
whoie system of bureaucracy, and declared that 
oll those bureaus Which had no warrant ip the 
Constitution 

WOULD BE ABOLISHED BY THE NEXT CONGNESS, 
because, if tue Democratic par'y had not power 
in the Senate, it had powerio the House to pre- 
vent the passage of laws. 

Mr. Gartield favored the increase proposed by 
Mr. slonroe, and defended tae Lureau of Edu- 
cation a8 a@ necessary instrument for obiaining 
and publishing educational statistics. If the 
Democratic party proposed to begin its new 
career of power by putting out the eye of the 
Government, by destroying the methods o1 ob- 
taining inteiligence as to the condition of the 
people; if the Government was to enter ou 

A SYSTEM WHICH BULLDS PENITENTIARIES, 
and was to take no steps to get information as 
to whether it was not possible by a better syvs- 
tem to avoid the necessity for Peniteatiares, 
then he thought it was well that they should 
bave timely notice. 

Mr. Willard (Vt,) argued against the Bureau 
of Education as an unwarravted interfe:ence 
with a matter which the people themselves cou!d 
and did better take care of, and declared that 
there was no more reason for the Bureau of 
Education or Bureau of . Agriculture than there 
was for a Bureau of Suigery, or boots and shoes. 

Fivally, Mr. Monroe’s proposition was re- 
jected. 

Mr. Hereford moved to strike out the whole 
appropriation for the Bureau of Education, and 
argued against the wuole system of centraliza- 
tiou. He referred to Spain as illustrating that 
syetem, by which a nation might become power- 
ful, but by which individuals were dwarfed. 

The motion was rejected.

DISTRICT GOVERNMENT. 
CONGRESS WRESTLING WITH THE OLD PROBLEM. 
WasninetTon, D. C., Dec. 17—The Senate to- 

day resumed consideration of the bill to provide 
for the better- government of the District of 
Columbia, the pending question being on the 
motion to strike out the word *“‘ Regents” wher- 
ever it occurred, and insert in its place that of 
‘* Commissioners,” so that the Board should be 
styled * ‘Ihe Board of Commissioners,” instead 
of ‘The Board of Regents.” Agreed to. 
MR. MORTON 

said there was a feature of this bill to which he 
was entirely opposed. No doubt the bill had 
been worked up carefully by those who 
had charge of it. but it provided for dis- 
franchising the peopie of the District,— 
150,000 or 170,000 persons. It took from 
them the power of self-government, and put the 
Government of the District in the hands of three 
men. In that respect the bill was anti-Re- 
publican and anti-Democratic, and he did not 
feel that he could vote for # without violating 
the spirit of the Constitution. He did not be- 
lieve the troubles of this District grew out of tne 
rights of suffrage ; he believed the right of local 
self-government here was just as important as it 
was in New York, or any State, and did not think 
the Constitution of the United States sustained 
the argument of his friend (Morrill), 
that Congress bad exclusive control over 


| the District, and could abolish the righ 


of suffrage here. He(Morton) knew what would 
be said about the abolition of this mght. It 
would be said that it was intended to get clear of 
colored suffrage. He knew that there were peo- 
ple in this District. who were willing to be dis- 
franchised to get clear of the colored vote. 
From the beginning this city had alocal Govern- 
ment. Congress had the same control over the 
Territories as over the District, and it would not 
be argued that Congress had the power to de- 
prive the people of the Territories of the right 
of suffrage. If Congress had the power to de- 
pute the Government of this District to 
three men, es this Dill proposed, _ it 
had the power to depute the Government to the 
whole of the people of tbe District. At the 
proper time he proposed to offer an amendment 
to provide for the election of these Commission- 
ers by the people of the District instead of their 
appointment by the Pre ident. 
MR. MORRILL, (ME.) 
said: ‘This bill violates no principle of local 
government. It never was intended that local 
government should exist here. The authority of 
Congress over the District was supreme. The 
right of local self-government cou!d not be vi- 
olated when no such government existed. It 
was not expedient to have suffrage in this Dis- 
trict, and any Senator couvergant with the vari- 
ous Classes of authority herein years past must 
agree with bim.”’ 
MR. BAYARD 
said that he bad notthe slightest doubt tha; 
Congress bad exclusive control over the District, 
and could confer or withhold suffrage as it 
thought proper. Negro suffiage had been a 
very sickening business to the people of this Dis- 
trict. Hethen spoke of the ciause im reference 
tothe Excise Board, and said that section was 
intended to invade the domam of morals under 
the form of legisiation. Vice and immorality 
generally followed the track of these prohibitory 
laws. ‘Ihe power given to this Excise Board 
was unlimited in regard to prescribing reguia- 
tions under which liquor licenses could be issued. 
He spoke of the uphappyv results which occuried 
in the State of Jiaine from  aitempts 
to regulate the liquor traflic. He moved 
to strike out that pertion of the bill which re- 
quired every persov taking out a liquor-license 
to give bonds for faithfully observing the con- 
ditions thereof, and for the payment of such 
portion of the license-fee as shall not be paid in 
advance, and to insert in piace thereof a provis- 
ion requiring fees for licenses to be paid into 
the Treasury of the United States in advance. 
Rejected. 
AMENDMENT OFFERED. 

Mr. Morton moved to strike out the clause re- 
quiring the Board of Commissioners to Le ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and to insert in lieu 
thereof a clause requiring said Commissioners 
to be elected by the yuaiilied voters of the Dis- 
trict. 

MR. BAYARD 
opposed the amendment of Mr. Morton to make 
the Commissioners elective, and said the evil un- 
der which this District had suffered was caused 
in the main by the exercise of suffrage by those 
totaily unfit forit. He hoped to see the day 
when the question of suffrage would be left 
where the framers of the Coustitution intended 
it to be, in the bands of those to be affected by 
the right. He would not vote to bring the curse 
of negro suffrage upon the peopse of this Dis- 
trict again. ‘lheir interests were far more se- 
cure in the hands of three honeet, upright Com- 
missioners, than in the hands of negro voters, 
MR. THURMAN 

said he was opposed to the amendment of the 
Senator from indiana. The duty of Congress 
was prescribed by the Conatitution of the Uniied 
which provided that Congress should 
have exclusive control over the District of Co- 
lurabia. When Congress said there should be 
no suffrage in this District, it would not de 
prive any mao of any right guaranteed bim 
by the Constitution. Congress had the same 
authority over the District that it had over 
Fort Monroe or Fort Hamilton, and it 
would not be contended that there could be any 
authority within any of these forts mm hostility to 
the Federal Government. It never was intend- 
ed that the seat of Federa! Government shouid 
be at the power of any municipality. The peo- 
ple of this District are not tue only persons in- 
terested in it. The Government itself is the 
largest property-holder here, and bas aright to 
protect its own property. 

Pending discussions, the Senate, after execu- 
tive session, adjuurned.

THE LITTLE TARIFF EILL. 
THE TOBACCO, HOP, AND WHIBKY TaX. 
Special Dianatch to The Chrcaao fri oune. 
Wasuinaron, D. C., Dee. 17,.—The Confer 
ence Committee on the Tariff bill, at its meeting 
to-day, discussed at length nearly every part o1 
the bill. Mr. Beck insisted on the adoption of the 
House proviston "etlowing planters. to sell 3100 
worth of tobacco without tax, but the Senate 
conference developed a most persistent opposi- 
tion thereto. Siarkweather fought for the ipser- 
tion of the House provision taxing stoca and 
gold sales, but Sey&tor Sherman resisted, The 
question of the dutyon hops also occasioned 
dispute, and the wine provisious were warm- 
ly contested, the House Conference demanding 
50 eeats per gallon in casks and $2 por dozen la 
cases, while the Senate Conference lusisted upon 
40 ceuts, aud #1.60. The Committee is proceed- 
ing on the basis of the bill as it stands, and 
unanimously agaiust any provisions not em- 
braced in House and Senate amendments of last 
session. This rules out any increase of tex on 
whisky, which matter, and the increase on to- 
bacco, will be considered by the Committee on 
Wavs and Means, with Dawes’ bill replacing the 
old duty on tea and coffee, in a few daja.

TEA AND COFFEE. 
PROPOSITION TO RESTORE THE DUTY. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicaao Tribune, 
Waswinaton, D. C.. Dec. 17.—Mr. Dawes evi- 
dently believes that more taxes are needed if a 
sinking fund # to be maintained for the pay- 
ment of the national debt, as he introduced a 
bill to-day, the effect of which, if enacted into a 
statute, would be to restore the duty on tea and 
coffee.

PACIFIC MAIL INVESTIGATION, 
IRWIN FURTHER QUESTIONED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 17.—The Committee 
on Ways and Means continue their marvelous 
secrecy respecting the testimony of the luxuriant, 
mysterious witness, Irwin. The Committee 
authorize only this statement: The physical 
weakness of the witness is so great that his ex- 
amination cannot be prosecuted for more than 
two hours daily. His testimony is so incom- 
plete and fragmentary that the Committee do 
not think justice would be done either to the 
witness or to the Pacific Mail Company, or to 
those against whom Irwin may have accusations, 
to make public the testimony until the examina- 
tion is completed. The Committee admit that 
Irwin is 

A WILLING AND FRANK WITNESS, 
and apparently intends to tell the whole truth. 
There is infinite speculation concerning Irwin's 
testimony and purposes. There is no doubt that 
there are strong influences here at work against 
the Pacific Mail Company. It seems very prob- 
able that Congress will, in any event, refuse to 
appropriate the $500,000 mecessary to 
preserve the second subsidy, but there 
is a lobby here seeking to make 
the repeai ot the law certain. The lobby is 
known to be in the bear interest of Jay Gould, 
and of the new rival China steamship line.

THE GIST OF THE EXAMINATION, 

The following is believed to be the correct ac- 
count of the proceedings of the Sub-Committee 
to examine Irwin: ‘he Sub-Committee did not 
put to him the importaut question which would 
compel an answer with respect to the disposi- 
tion of the money. The object was to elear up 
the preliminary matters, which must first be 
understood. ‘his line of examination was sug- 
gested by Irwin himself. Lrwin has seemed 
anxious to show his connection with the Pacific 
Mail Company. His first object has been 
to make clear his relationship to the 
Company, and to show that he has not 
misappropriated any funds. He was fortified by 
documents to prove that he had thoroughly ful- 
filled his contract with the Company, and that he 
had accounted forthe money. ‘The important 
question as to the disposition of the money will 
be propounded to-morrow.

THE RAILROAD TAX. 
ACCOUNT OF THE NORTHWESTERN ROAD WITH THE 
GOVERNMENT.

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 17.—The attorney 
here of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad 
Company states that that Company does not owe 
the Government $400,000 on account of back 
taxes due under the 5 per cent tax on surplus 
earnings. It is stated that the recent suit to re- 
cover that sum was brought under a@ misappre- 
hension ; that the State is barred by a stipulation 
now filed at the Treasury Department; that the 
only amount which the Government can really 
claim to be due is about $5,000.

THE PERILS OF THE FUTURE. 
REMARKABLE SPEECH AT THE REINTERMENT OF 

CONFEDERATE DEAD—THE REBELLION JUSTIFIED 

AND TREASON DECLARED HONORABLE—AN EXPo- 

SITION OF THE DOGMA OF STATE SOVEREIGNTY— 

ARE WE A NATION /‘—THE CONTAGION OF SECES- 


BION. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


Wasnineton, D. C,, Dec, 14, 1874. 
The magnanimity of the Northern people bas 
seldom been more strikingly illustrated than by 
an event which has just occurred near this city. 
There is probably no country except the United 
States where conquered rebels, within cannon 
range of the National Capital, would attempt to 
justify secession. In the brief engagement that 
occurred in July, 1864, before the northern for- 
tifications of Washington, when Gen. Early 
attempted the eapture of Washington City, a 
number of Confederate soldiers were killed, and 
were buried in the trenches where they fell. 
Their remains have recently been removed from 
their shallow graves and reinterred in a ceme- 
tery near Silver Springs. On the occasion 
of this reimterment, Dr. A. Y. P. Gar- 
nett, of this city, who was at one 
time Surgeon-Generafl of the Sonthern Confed- 
eracy, delivered an oration. The text of that 
oration has just been printed. Those who 
watched the progress of the original ** Virginia 
abstraction” of secession, who witnessed the 
rapid subsequent development and deadly con- 
tagion of that doctrine, who know the effects of 
tampering With popular loyalty, of the malign 
promptings of the Democratic pasty, and of the 
spirit of the Rebellion, may fin 
SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT 
in the extracts from this oration which follow. 
The number of Congresamen from the South who 
agree with the utterances of this speech is large, 
and comprises the ability and energy of the 
Democracy of Congress, whetber from the North 
Some of the more prominent of 
mocratic leaders were present 
at this reburiai of tae Southern dead, 
and listened, certainly without dissent, 
avd doubtless with approval, to;doctrines that 


| 


would destroy the nation, which, for a second 
time, some of them have sworn to defend. The 
calmer Republican Congressmen regard with 
gravest apprehension the fact that the doctrines 
which this speech contains are the doctrines 
whigh control the greater and most influential 
portion of the Democracy in Congress. Dr. 
Garnett himself, the author of the oration, was 
oue of the most jubilant men in Washington at 
the successes of the Democratic party. 
HIS ORATION 
was something more than an exhibition of sen- 
timent, or the expression of ap honorable feel- 
ing towards the dead. It may not have been an 
attempt to revive issues not yet dead, but it was 
ab announcement of the fact that the party—of 
which Dr. Garnett is regarded as a distinguished 
ornament—still cherishes the political heresies 
which his speech declares. Dr. Garnett, while 
paving a touching tribute to the dead who fought 
bravely, chose to show that there is a large body 
of men in this country—and men who think they 
are s00n to come into possession of the Govern- 
mecnt—whose political creed is the destruction of 
national existence, and the restoration of the 
defeated dogma of State sovereignty. 
Dr. Garnett said: 


I congratulate you, my friends, that the period has 
at length arrived in the history of this unhappy strife 
and alienation of the two sections of our country, 
when those asperities and bitier feelings incident to 
such astruggle have been so far allayed that we are 
permitted Lere, 

UNDER THE VERY SHADOW 

CAPITAL. 
and almost within hearing of the Chief Magistrate of 
these United States, free from molestation by any po- 
litical power, or hostile expression of private animosi- 
ty, to perform these sad offices of sympathy and love 
to our fallen brethren, 

In the execution, then, of this daty which we owe to 
the dead, and in vindication of the truth of history, 
it is nece that I should refer to some of those 
important political events immediately preceding the 
commencement of hostilitics between the two sections 
of the Federal Union, which exerted so potential 
an influence in introducing upon the stage of 
American history t loody drama of civil war, and 
to piace also in th true light before the eyes 
of’ their conntrymen the motives and feelings of 
those whose mortal remains now lie before you, and 
who played so conspleuous @ part in tuat tregical 
drama, 


OF THE FEDERAL 


WE OF THE SOUTH 

have been charged with inaugurating that war; we 
have been denounced as traitors and revels; the vials 
of wrath have been poured upor our heads; the curse 
of God bas beon invoked to wither us and eweep ur, 
with @ besom of destruction, from the face of the 
earth. It has been asserted, and almost universally 
accepted as true by our Northern brethren, that we 
breugit ou this war to perpetuate negro slavery; that 
we were w.iling to read es inder the Union and destroy 
that wise aud beautiful system of government estab- 
lished by the patriots and heroes of the Revolution to 
secure the permanency of thatinstifution. How far 
can these charges by sustained by history? 

SECESSION NOT PROAIBITED. 

We all agree that, whilst there is no provision im the 
Constitution of the United States, expressed or im- 
pied, which authorizes a State to sever its political 
connection with the other States of the Union, 
there is also no clause in that instru- 
ment which prohibite any such act on the 
part of a State; wuen, therefore, the Southern 
States found in the fall of 1860 that a President of tie 
United States had been elected te preside over and di- 
rect the affairs of this Governmeni for the succeeding 
fovr years, pledged to a plaiform of priuiciples of 
uvowed hostility to rights guarenteed to them by the 
terms of their compact when they consented to form 
# Federal Union, and that violations of laws passed by 
Congress, especially for the protection of their slave 
property, were being daily and openly perpetrated by 
the people of the North, accompanied in many instances 
by murder of their citizens, and that such aets of hos- 
tility had net only received the countenance of the 
State Governments, but the sanction and protection of 
the local courts of justice; that a sovereign State of 
the South had been invaded by a hostile band of armed 
Northern men, who had perpetrated upon ber soil the 
highest crimes known to law, including murder, arson, 
and inciting servile insurrection,—they be ieved that 
the time nadarrived when they must peaceabiy call 
into action the inherent and reserved right of self- 
protection by 
REPARATION FROM THEIR NORTHERN BRETHREN ; 
and when it is remembered that three of the States, in 
giving their reluctant adhesion tothe Federal Union, 
had coupled it in the act of accepiing the Constitaticn 
with the condition that they should be jorever free to 
retract their adhesion whenever they found the Union 
inconvenient, of which exigency they were to be 
sole judges, andto resume their separste iudepend- 
meer yor it is upossible that any intelligent 
Inia can 
DENY THE RIGHT OF THESE STATES TO WITHDRAW 

FROM THE UNION 
or pronounce suck conduct On their part as treasona- 
ble and rebel. ous, 

They accordingly proceeded to initiate this mo- 
meutous, anc, perhaps, fatal step, by adopting the 
most formal, dignified, and truly Repubiican method 
known uncer our system of popular government, 
‘They held conventions composed of their wisest and 
most honored statesmen, and after passing ordi- 
nances of secession which pronounced their separa- 
tion from the Federal Union, and a revocation of 
such powers and rights as had been delegated to that 
creation of their own, they submitted these ordinances 
to the people for their approval or rejection ; thus pre- 
serving with jealous vigilance and scrupulous care 
the great priuciple of popular sovereignty, ‘*‘ that all 
Governmeut derives its powers from the consent of the 
xovarved.” This great fundamental principle they be- 
lisved had been flagrantly violated by their Northern 
brethren ; a! over toe North the act of war committed 
by the fanatic John Brown had been sanctioned by 
popular meetings op-uly expressimz sympathy with 
ulin and his deiuded followers, and culminating in an 
apotheosis of that 

CONSPICUOUS THOUGH COURAGEOUS CULPRIT, 
which enshrined him in the hearts of a large portion 
of her popilstion. It was by such acts of alienation 
and absolute ho-tihty oa the part of our Northern sis- 
ters to us tiet the Southern States found 
themselves forced to adopt the exvedient of seces- 
sion, I donot propose to discuss here the policy or 
wisagom Of this act ou the part of 

MY PEOPLE, 

but I do not hesitate to deciare that the primary and 
potential motives which dictated and impeiled them to 
ihe adoption of such an expedient werg the pre- 
servation of their right of se’f-government, their 
maintenance of their self-respect, and the vindication 
of their personal and political honor. 

THE PRESERVATION OF THE INSTITUTION OF 

SLAVERY 

was of secondary importance, and can only be claasi- 
fed among those incidental and subsidiary cauves 
which correlate the pre-eminent one of self-govern- 
meat. Iwill here undertake to say that whilst we 
considered our right under the Constitution to hold 
slaves clear and inctisputabie, and regorded any inter- 
ference on the part of the North with that right as an act 
of aggression not warranted by that instrument, there 
is no result of the recent struggle which has been more 
cheerfully acquiesced in by the people of the South, 
and certainiy none more securely and irrevocably 
established than the freedom of the blacks. There is 
not now in my opinion an intelligent citizen through- 
out the length and breadth of the Southern States 
who would consent to see the negro remanded to a 
condition of slavery; and permit me to add that this 
universal apquiesacen:e does notin any way proceed 
from an ignoble desire to propitiate Federal clemency, 
advance political interest, or conciliate Northern senti- 
ment, but from far higher and noler motives, Recog- 
nizing, then, my friends, the conduct of the Southern 
States in passing these ordinances of secession, sanc- 
tioned by the highest authority known to a State, the 
voice of the people as consistent with that theory of 
popular government which our people have always ac- 
knowledged; and deeply imbued with that sense 
of primary allegiance to the State which requires obe- 
dicnce to her will as the highest obligation of a citi- 
zen and a patriot. Who dare appiy to these Southern 
soldiers, whose lives have been sacrificed upon the 
altar of their country’s honor, and whose whitened 
bones now lie before us, the 

ODIOUS APPELLATION OF TRAITORS AND REPELS ? 

When the people of the North realize the truth and 
become convinced that we of the South were equaliy 
patriotic and conscientious in this struggle with them - 
selves; that in differentiating ourselves by the act of 
secession from them we did so under the highest con- 
victions of our right to do so; that the very act itself 
manifested our steadfast fidelity and tenacious loyalty 
to those principles which underlie the Constitution ; 
that we were actuated by no hostility to the Union per 
se, but by a love for those fundamental truths upon 
which it had been founded. » When the National 
lature shall subordinate partisan interest and sectional 
prejudices to these great elements of Republican gov- 
ernment, and when the people of each section shall 
learn to cultivate sentiments of mutual respect for 


each other; then, and not until then, shall we have a ° 


happy, united, and homogeneous people, enjoying the 
blessings of a prosperous, just, and good government, 
SECESSION NOT REBELLION. 

Having thus demonstrated that the act of secession 
on the part of the Southern States could net in any 
proper sense be atyled rebellious or unconstitutional, 
I will proceed to « brief consideration of the next, and 
pechaps most generally-accepted, accusation: That 
we of the South were the first to coramence hostilities, 
and that the primary overt act of war consisted in 
firing upon Fort Sumter in the harbor of Charl 
By reference to the recorded events of that period, it 
will be seen that this act of hostility was not perpe- 
trated until after the most solemn protestations and 
earnest efforts had been made by authorities of 
South Carolina to induce the United States Govern- 
ment notto attempt to reinforce that fortrers, and 
thereby commit an act which they could regard ‘tn no 
other light than a declaration of war, and force upon 
them the alternative of firing the first gun in self-de- 
fense. Now, whilst Congress no power un- 
der the Constitution to make war upon the 
States or their people, or invade them, yet in the tenth 
section, third paragraph, of the first article of the 
Constitution, we find it provided that no State 
shall, without the ccnsent of Congress, in times of 
peace keep troops or ships of war, &c., “or engage in 
war unless actually invaded or in euch wnmenent dan- 
ger agwtll not admtt af delay.’ Thus it will be seen 
that even under the Constitution and in times of 
peace, a State hasthe right to ee when ac- 
tually invaded or when in such t danger as 
will not admit of delay. 

SOUTH CAROLINA JUSTIFIED. 

Whether, then, we regard the State of South Car- 
olina as out of the Union at that time, and consequent- 
ly a foreign power, or in the Union, aud subject to the 
provisions of the Constitution, we must admit that she 
clearly had the right to repel by force of arms this 


‘County, 


THE DOCTRINE OF COERCION 
had for some time prior to this act 
strength in the popular mind at the North, w 
animus belli had already commenced to assert 
an incontinent and threatening manuer, and as 
that it had been fixed upon as the policy to ve pursued 
towards the Southern States by the Federal Govern- 
ment, I will mention that amoug others vast pre 


& purpose necessitated our subjugation and destruction, 
and this, too, without a shadow of right under the Con- 
stitution, The danger of granting any such power te 
the Federal Government did not escape the vignlant 
sagacity aud stern opposition of Mr. and 
even Alexander Hamiiicn, the distinguished leader 
of the Federal party, in discussing this power which 
had been proposed, declared that .“ to coerce a State 
would be one of the maddest projects ever devised.” 
So sacredly was this right of State Sovereignty re- 
spected and guarded by the Confederate authoriti 
even under the most trying exigencies of the war thal 
I weil recollect approacuing 

MR. DAVIS (OUR PRESIDENT) 
at the time that Federal troops were being sent into the 
State of Kentucky, and before that State had been 
fully represented im the Confederate © , and 
urging him to adopt the same policy, and endeavor to 
inttuence her peopie in uniting with their Southern 
brethren by the presence of Confederate soldiers. 
His reply was, that such a course on the of the 
Confederate authorities would be to the 
grounds upon wich we had gone into the war, and to 
acquiesce in the doctrines and conduct of the North ; 
that rather than sacrifice the fundamental prin i 
State's rights and iusult the sovereignity of a State, 
whilst we at the same time tarnished our own honor, 
he would willingly abandon that State to the unhapry 
conditions of her position, and lose her forever from 
the Southern sisterhood. 

But why pursue this line of arrument while two 
significant acts, done by the Government under whick 
we live, at an early day in the conflict, settled the ques 
tion beyond doubt or dispute. In declari a block: 
ade against the ports of the Southern se States, 
the Government at Washington served notice om the 
civilized world thet its war was a war against beiliger- 
cuts possessed of belligerent richts—that Europe ac- 
cepted and acted upon. The thor fact wae the estab 
hsament of a cartel for the exchange of prisoners im- 
mediacely following the first engagement at Manassds, 
Since then no one of thé many taken prisoners— 
NOONE SINCE THA END OF THE WAK HAS BEEN 

TRIED FOR TREASON, 
Aud when the lute Chief-Justice of the United States, 
holding court at Richmond, accepted Horace Greeley 
for beilof Jofferson Davis—never again to call up thas 
noted oase-—harges of rebellion and treason, disap- 
peared in fact from onr records as a 

Neither time nor your patience my friends, will per- 
mit me to continue this subject further, nor does ® 
become me to indulge in any line of argument or ex- 
pression which may seem to be inepired by feelings 
ofanimosity towari our Northern orethren; beliecr- 
ing, as I do, that ‘he great mass of them who engaged 
in this civil sirife were animated by the highest 
tentiments of patriotism end devotion to duty. We 
ali believe that this unheppy con‘dict was mevitabie, 
The radical ideas of sociui equaity and centripetal 
tendency of governmental powers which cbharscter- 
ized the Northerm mind; antegonized by the beef in 
State Sovereicmty, and the aristocratic institution of 
Slavery which cbtained at the South, would at some 
period not fer distant neces*arily result in a separa- 
tion of the two sections. Whetber, however, we re- 
gurd this War ae the legitimate fruits of a fatai defect 
in the Constitution, or the bloody expression of 
mrepressibie prejudi-e and politicalambition, I must 
be permitted te procisim here, in the presence of the 
dead as weil as the living, that no people in the long 
range of historic record were ever actuated by 
stronger motives or in«pired by a higher sense of @uty 
iz tie 1D tais s.ruggle thaa those for whom I ucw 
speak.

MULLETT'S SUCCESSOR.

PORK-PACKING,. 


Rusiness in This Line in the West 
This Season. 

Crvcmxnnatr, O., Dec. —The Cincinnati 
Price Current, the leading @athority upon hog- 
packing statistics, will publish to-morrow morn- 
ing a very full preliminary report of the pork- 
packing in the West. Returns have been re- 
ceived from points which packed last season 
nine-tenths of all packed at interior points. ‘The 
agcregate packing to dates ranging from the 9t! 
to the 16th of December, at 279 points, is given 
at 1,190,000 head, against 1,097,000 last season, — 
av increase of 93,000. These points packed last 
season a total of 1,887,000 out of 2,054.000,—the 
whole number packed at interior points during 
the season of 1873-74. ‘The average weights 
indicate a falling-off of abont 21 pounds 
per head, or 10 per cent, from last sea- 
sop, with fully a corresponding decrease 
in yield of lard. Noestimates for the season 
are given, as it is designed to furoish such in- 
formation two weeks later, when such eatimates 
can be more satisfactori.y and relably calcu- 
lated. 

The packing at the six principal cities is given 
at 2,010,000 to-date, against 2,070,000 lasi year. 
luterior points not heard from packed last sea- 
son 186,954. Should these points show a corre- 
sponding increase this season, the total packing 
at interior points in round numbers is 1,40.0,000, 
and, including the six leading cities, will aggre- 
gate 3,400,000, against 3,250,000 last year.

The apathy of the public to this 
state of things was astonishing, until horror 
quickly succee.iing horror in the murder of Joln- 
sop, Elien Barrett, the lone, though abandoned 
woman, and Mr. Mailand, who lived alone on his 
farm a few miles from the city, aroused the peo- 
ple to a realizing sense of the crimes committed 
in their midst, aud a determination to pursue the 
perpetrators of the black deeds to detection and 
punishment. 

Tbe fearful increase of murder in our midst 
since the abolisument of capital punishment by 
our Legislature; the diflicuity, through the 
cusning aad professional skili of counsel, to con- 
vict a murderer, even when public opinion was 
satisfied of his guilt, no doubt had its influence 
in producing the state of affairs which culmi- 
nated in the hanging of Howard. These, added 
to bis defiant and blasphemous manper when 
receiving sentence, and his threats to shoot 
the Judge who sentenced him, roused to 
a state of fienzy and revenge the mob, 
who, throughout his trial, could scares 
restrain itself from its deadly purpose.

PROBABLY MURDERED.

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 17.—Lawrenice Schuliz, a

This led 
to an investigation, and the discovery was 
made that on the night of Dec. 2 he returned 
to this city on the train that arrived at 11 p. m., 
got out with a few friends who had come part 
of the way with him, and started bome, carry- 
ing eome quails. He did not reach home, of 
ccurse, and no reasonable explanation of his 
absence, except that he was murdered, can be 
given. He had but about $150 on his person. 
He was a man of steady habits, and was im- 
plicitly trusted by his employers. 
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COWARDLY ASSAULT.

DANVILLE, Ill., Dec. 17.—The circumstances 
eonnected with the stabbing affray, telegraphed 
you yesterday are about as follows: Catteral, 
the person stabbed, and George Cummings and 
his two sons had some little difficulty early in 
the day. Inthe evening, as Catteral was walk- 
ing home, the Cummingses paesed him in a 
wagon. As soon as they observed him, the wag- 
on was stopped, and the two boys jumped out. 
leaving the old man to hold the team. They at- 
tacked Catteral with knives, inflicting four 
wounds, twoin the head, one in the arm, and one 
a little beliind the collar-bone, reaching into 
the lungs.

The 
triojwere arrested by Sheriff Gievory and Officers 
Mvyersand Dunkin about three hours after the 
ocourrence, in a location known as Hungry Hol- 
low, about 2 miles from the city limits, *and 
the two sons are pow in prison, the father being 
discharged. The wounded man ie in a critical 
condition; with not much hope of his recovery.

George Archer, a white 
man, having Cherokee rights of citizenship, who 
had been at work for Russell McKinney, a 
half-breed living in the Cherokee Na- 
tion, and who is now undergoing _ trial 
for arson, was murdered on Mouday last.

New York, Dec, 17.—Williiam M. Tweed was 
taken from prison to the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, on a writ of habeas. corpus, this 
morning, and the Warden’s return was traversed 
as to the sentence having expired, the Llegality 
of subsequent sentences imposed, a want of 
jurisdiction of the Court which tried him, and 
that the jury were not impanneled dccording to 
law. Counsel suggested that they be allowed 
te state what their proofs were, and then to hand 
them in and have the Court pass upon them, 
have a certiorari on the 23d, and get the case to 
the Court of Appeals by the first Monday in Jan- 
uary. The case was adjourned to Tuesday next, 
to give the District Attorney time to consider 
whether he would demur or join issue, and 
Tweed was remanded to prison.

Yesterday afternoon Walter Ross, Charlie’s 
brother; a Mr. Callahan, who saw the kidnappers 
with Charlie in their possession ; and Mr. Lewis, 
Charlie’s uncle, arrived at the Central Office 
from Philadelphia, and were met by Mr. Frank 
Lewis, Charlie’s cousin. They had come to see 
if Waiter and Callahan could identify the dead 
burglars. Walter is an interesting litile lad 
about 6 years old, erect as adart, very intelli- 
gent, and quite talkative. 

THE REMAINS IDENTIFIED. 

About 2 o'clock the Philadelphia party reached 
the Morgue, and preparations were made to show 
the bodies of Mosher and Douglas, by covering 
them up to the neck, 80 as not to shock the tad. 
When all was ready the party wevt down into 
the vault, and were piaced with their backs to 
the light. The coffin containing Mosher’s 
bedy was firet brought forward, and placed 
in the light in a slanting position. As 
soon as little Walter was allowed to look he took 
a long stare, and exclaimed quickly, ‘* Why, 
there he is—that’s the man with the nose, only 
when I saw him with Charlie he had spectacles 
right back here” (pointing over his ears). Cal- 
laban also identified Mosher, but not socarefully 
as the boy, as when he saw him at Germantown 
Mosher put a handkerchief up to his face, his in- 
tention being no doubt to conceal his nose. 
Mosher’s corpse was put back and Douglas’ body 
was brought forward and placed in a sianting 
position. Walter's identification was instan- 
taneous. ‘‘ Why,” said he, turning round to his 
uncle, ‘that’s the man who gave Charlie and me 
candy, and who drove the wagon, That’s the 
man.” Cailahan had no hesitation in identifying 
Douglas, who was not disguised when the ab- 
duction took place. 

THE BURGLARS’ FRIENDS VISITING THE MORGUE. 

Later in the day two women called and looked 
upon the bodies with considerable expression of 
feeling. ‘They were the first in ail the long line 
of visitors who uttered a word of commiseration 
at the hard fate which had befallen the maraud- 
ers. One of the women was dressed in deep 
black, and used her tongue pretty freely in 
berating those who had slain the men. ‘‘ No 
matter what they did, 1t was not right to shoot 
them down lke dogs,” she said. The other 
woman said nothing, but looked long and ear- 
nestly at the two stiff and stark figures. A tall 
Iman accompanied the two women in an uncon- 
cerned sort of way, but neither of the trio gave 
their names nor their connection with the case, 
repelling «ll efforts to gain information, and 
shortfy after they had left athird woman ar- 
rived and asked the keeper excitedly whether a 
couple of women had been there before. She 
looked at the bodies and ieft at once. She was 
recognized as a sister-in-law of the dead leader 
Mosher. 

DOUGLAS’ WIFE VISITS THE CORONER. 
The mysterious iio of two women and one 
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man who visited the Morgue, upon leaving went 
directly to the Coroner's office, in the Court- 
House. Here they asked to see the Coroner, and 
Coroner Whitehill, the only one present, asked 
their business. The women then said they were 
interested in the burglars shot at Bay Ridgé, and 
asked that the body of Douglas be given them 
for interment, The Coroner wished to know 
their relationship, when the woman in black said 
she was the sister-in-law of Mosher—Mrs. Gil- 
bert Mosher, who had been trying for some time 
back to assist Supt. Walling in tracking out the 
runaway Mosher. In this statement she was 
supported by the man, who turned out to be 
Officer Lawlor, No. 1,404, of the Harbor squad, 
The second woman was Mrs. Douglas, 
wife of the dead thief. She was well 
dressed in shawl and boa, and was very 
reticent. The Coroner, as soon as he dis- 
covered who his visitors were, endeavored 
in every way to find out what information 
the women possessed about Charlie Ross. Ihey 
evaded his questions, and seemed chiefly con- 
cerned about their dead relatives and what could 
be done towards giving them decent burial. Mrs, 
Douglas asked about the $45 found in her bus- 
band’s pockets, whether she could have it or not. 
The Coroner informed her that in order to get 
possession of it she would be under the neces- 
sity of taking out administration papers 
on her husband’s estate, aud going through 
other formalities. “T do not want the 
money, but only wish it to go toward paying for 
his funeral,” she said. All efforts to get the sit- 
uation of her residence failed, and, beyond the 
remark that she sropped in Stanton street, she 
would not go. ** There is shame enough in it 
already, without going any further,” said Mrs. 
Douglas. Douglas leaves a boy about 6 
vears of age, whom his mother was very 
anxious should know nothing of the disgrace 
of bis father. While Coroner Whitehill was 
discussing the matter, Coroner Jones came in, 
and at once took Mrs. Douglas into his private 
room for furtberexamination. She then became 
more communicative, but resisted every eifort to 
gain information from her about Charlie Rossa. 
She would neither say she knew nothing about 
it, nor give what knowledge she might have pos- 
seesed. Her chief anxiety was to get her hus- 
band’s body as soon as possibile, and “‘ giveit a 
decent, quiet burial.” Coroner Jones said she 
could not bave it; that arrangements had al- 
ready been made to deliver both the bodies to 
the students of the Lorg Island College Hospital 
for dissection, according to law. This at once 
alarmed Mra. Dougias, and she begged piteously 
that such a disposition should not be made. She 
expressed her wiliingnessto do anything she 
could to prevent euch an issue.

THE WILLIAMSON COUNTY VENDETTA.

People had supposed that a reformation had 
taken place in Williamson County, as there had 
been no murders committed for the past seven 
weeks, and but few shots fired from ambush for 
nearly a fortnight. Occasionally one of our 
vould venture to Marion without first 
making his will and appointiug his administrator. 
The long period that elapsed since the last 
murder gave us great hopes that an armistice 
had been evtered into which would last until 
after the holidays. But, amidst our rejoicing 
over the prospects of speedy civilization, our joy 
was brought suddenly to an end on Saturday 
hight last. A large armed force entered our city 
about 12 o'clock at night, in search of a doctor to 
go at once to the residence of George Sisuey, ex- 
Sheriff of Williamson County. About 9 o'clock 
in the evening, he, his wife, anda son of William 
Hindman, were seated at the table playing 
dominos, when some one upon the war-path 
approached the house, and fired a double-bar- 
reled shot-gun loaded with buck-shot through 
the window. The shot took effect in the mus- 
cles of Mr. Sisney’s right arm, above the elbow, 
carrying away nearly all the flesh, and leaving 
the bare bone. Several shot entered his body, 
but a large portion of them passed throngh his 
vest and shirt-bosom, completely riddling his 
garments. Young Hindman received some of 
the shot in his side and neck, and rumor says 
that he died yesterday evening about 4 o'clock. 
He was spending the evening with Sisney. He 
is ovly about 13 years of age. 

Mr. Sisney’s recovery is considered doubtfnl. 
Sisney was a strong sympatbizer with the Rus 
sells, and bitterly opposed to the bullenir fam- 
ily. Where this will end, God only knows. 
Parties have visited Carbondale and ordered 
directiy from St, Louis double-barreled shot- 
guns, swearing vengeance, and boldly declaring 
that the fun has only begun.

BISMARCK IN A HUFF. 

Bern, Dec. 17.—It is rumored that Dismayck 
regards the action of the Reichstag, in voting, to 
uphold its dignity, that the Constitution should 
be amended to prevent the arrest of a Deputy 
during the session, as equivalent toa vote of a 
want of confidence, and will resign. 16 is further 
said that, im consequence, the resolution will be 
modified. 

Berityx, Dec. 17.—The Post of this city to- 
day expresses the hope that Bismarck has not 
detinitely decided to resigua from the Govern- 
ment, but adds that, however deplorable such a 
decision by the Chancellor must be regarded, it 
would not be productive of imminent dapger to 
the State. 

The Areuz Zeitung says that rumors of the 
Chanceilor’s resignation emanated from his inti- 
mate friends, who say thatthe Prince declared 
that he was weary, and that it was impossible 
for him to govern with the present majority in 
the Reichstag. 

Another report gives Herr Denzin, a Deputy in 
the Reichstag, as autbority for the statement 
that the Prince intends resigning his portfolio 
in the Government. Herr Denzin announced 
that Bismarck,in view of the vascillating majori- 
ty in the Keichstag, would be forced to resign. 

Berury, Dec. 17.—Prince Bismarck had an in- 
terview with the Emperor to-day. Kumors of 
his resignation are still repeated, but in some 
Parliamentary circles it 1s reported that the difii- 
culty has been completely settled. The opinion 
is almost unanimously held that yesterday's 
action of the Reichstag was not a vote of want of 
confidence, and it is considered certain that even 
if the Chancellor has tendered his resignation 
the Emperor will not accept it. 

Lonvon, Dec. 18—6 a. m.—A specia! to the 
Morning Post from Berlin says: It is positively 
asserted that Prince Bismarck tendered his 
resignation, which was refused. He afterwards 
conferred with the leaders of the National party 
regarding the future conduct of affairs in Par- 
lLiament, and an understanding was secured.

The following extracts are taken from the re- 
port. I have never seen them in print: 

On the 26th of November, 1367, E. E. Norton was ap- 
pointed “* Official Assignee in Bankruptcy” by Judge 
Durell, by an order euti\red on the records of the 
Court. It was manifestly the purpose of this order to 
force all bankrupt estates into the hands of Norton. 
Under its provisions he took possession, immediately 
upon adjudication, of ali assets and estate of bank&- 
rupis,—real estate that was mortgaged for all or more 
than it was worth, as weil as personal assets. By it he 
was appointed Assignee in ali cases under Sec. 13 of 
the Baukruyt law, iu advance of any proceedings Leing 
filed, aud without regard to circulustances or iocalily 
of the estate. And, underits provisions, no matier 
who the creditors might select as Assignee, Norton 
was thrust upon them, willing or unwiing, and hav-

In cases where real estate was mortgaged ior 
its fuil value, be required from the parties interested 
the payment of large sums of money, varying from 
$500 to over $5,000, to secure the release of the property 
from the bankruptcy proeeedings,—ali of which Le 
kept by way of compeusation for Lis services, in no 
case putting any part of it into the asseis of the re- 
Bpeculve CBLales.

These facts, whi.e they indicate @ state of most ex- 
traordinary administration in the office of Assiguee in 
Bankruptey, your Committee could not trace uievtiy 
to the knowledge ot Judge Durell, although some tes- 
timony was given tending to show such knowledge.

“Judge Dureil spent much of his time at Norton’s 
house in the City of New Orleans, They traveied 
North together in the summer, snd spent much of 
tueir time together while Nurth, returuing Seouta 
again together when the summer was over, These 
facts, so notorious, in regard to the management of 
such important trusta as those of the bankrupt es- 
tates, When taken in connection with the order herein- 
before referred to, lead to the inevitable conciasion 
by your Committee that Judge Durell must have been 
cognizant of them, and therefore a corrupt party 
thereto, or that he was grossly negligent in the dis- 
charge of his official duties, so that, quacumque via dg- 
ta, he comes under a like condemnation.

The Last of the Wyandottes. 

The Wraudotte (Mich.) Courter says that a 
remnant of the once powerful tribe of Wyan- 
dotte Indians still exists in the Tow uship of An- 
derdon, across the river, in Canada. Recently 
a council of the tribe was held in their lodge at 
the residence of Peter White. R. Mackenzie, 
the Indian Agent at Sarnia, was preseut, and 
distributed the half-yearly Government allow- 
ance of $1,750 to the seventy-six members of 
the tribe. The Agent présented a letter from 
the Indian Department, asking them to surren- 
der the rear part of their reserve and Turtle 
Isiand. Tue Council anawered tbat they were 
willing to accede to the request, but would not 
do So ai present, as they pow have petitions 
pending before the Government asking for the 
enfran chisement of the band, and surrendering 
the lands not wanted. Before the Council 
closed its session, however, a surrender was 
made of Turtle Island, which will be sold to the 
best advantage.

in bonds bearing 1)¢ per cent less than we are 
now paying on a large majority of our debt. 

On the contrary, the arbitrary retirement of 
$1,000,000 per month would still further depress 
the present languid busimess of the country, 
the in- 
terest we now pay, and, instead of strengthening, 
would necessarily weaken our whole banking 
system.

The amendment to the-District of Colum- 
bia bill offered yesterday by Senator Morton, 
which proposes to give the people of the Dis- 
trict the right of suffrage, will strike most 
p-ople, we venture to say, as pernicious and 
daz verous. There was some justice in 
allowing residents of the District to 
vote so long as they pretended to pay 
the expenses of the Municipal Government. 
But if they saddle the General Government 
with their debts, and make it responsible for 
future expenditures on account of the Dis- 
trict, they ought to be content without the 
ballot. The plan of having the nation fill 
the purse while the District holds the strings 
is simple and unique ; but it has objectionable 
features. 


Information has come to us that on the 
Rock Island, and some of the other railroads 
of this city, the delivery of grain directly 
from the car is prohibited, except with the 
permission of the owners of the elevator or 
elevators which handle the grain of the road. 
This permission, we understand, is only 
granted upon payment of a royalty of 
some two centsa bushel. If this is true, 
there is only one way in which the practice 
can be properly characterized. It is simply 

lackmail,—nothing more nor less. The idea 

is abhorrent to all notions of justice, that a 
man who hires a car of a railroad, 
and pays his money for it, shall not 
be permitted to unload it when it arrives at 
its destination without paying extra for the 
privilege. Itis contrary to law and justice 
and morals. It is a system of extortion that 
is not the less outrageous because it is petty. 
It ought to be denounced and resisted by 
every consignee of grain in Chicago upon 
whom it is practiced. No old contract be- 
tween the railroad companies and elevators 
can be quoted in justification. There is no 
justification for it. It is an outrage which 
the people should not tolerate a moment. 


THE RESULT OF HONEST MONEY. 

The issues and principles involved in the 
financial questions of the day are illustrated 
by the difference between trade, commerce, 
and prosperity, as shown in the Dominion 
of Canada and in the Pacific States of the 
Union on the one hand, and in the other 
States of the Union on the other. 

From the beginning, California, Oregon, 
and Nevada have rejected the paper money of 
the Government as the standard of values. 
They have sternly adhered to constitutional 
money, -and never permitted the false 
standard to be recognized. Even at the 
first, when greenbacks were at par, 
and were everywhere else accepted without 
question, California refused to receive them 
except as a commodity, and the wisdom of 
this policy has been shown every day since 
then. When greenbacks declined, it made no 
difference in California ; there, business was 
done on the real-money basis, and it made no 
difference how high or how low the paper 
money might get, it in no wise disturbed the 
business of California. When a man there 
sold property for a thousand dollars, he sold 
it fora thousand dollars real money; and 
when a man contracted a debt for a thousand 
dollars, he promised and expected to pay a 
like sum in gold. The standard of values re- 
mained unchanged ; there was no declining 
one way to-day and another way to-morrow. 
The dollar was always a dollar,—no more, and 
no less. There was no gambling or specula- 
tion in the value of the money. There waa 
no bulling the market to make gold high, or 
bearing it to make gold low. Gold never 
changed. So many ounces represented so 
many dollars,—no more or less one day than 
on the other. Greenbacks were never recog- 


cept at their market value in gold. When 
greenbacks were worth 60 cents in gold, they 
were accepted as equal in value to 60 cents, 
and no more. That system has prevailed in 
the Pacific States from the beginning to this 
time. The results are obvious. 

A year ago, when the panic passed over the 
United States as a destructive blast, destroy- 
ing wealth, sweeping away the accumulations 
of years, and leaving in its train an unprece- 
dented annihilation of credit, industry, and 
production, the Pacific States were untouched. 
They had not dabbled in the unclean things. 
They had not erected a paper standard as 
variable as the wind. The panic found them 
buying and selling and keeping accounts in 
dollars, and not with fluctuating and uncer- 
tain and irredeemable paper. They did busi- 
ness in money, and not with protested prom- 
ises. They dealt with property at its value 
in money, and not fictitious values 
founded upon bets as to the value 
of greenbacks at a future day. They 
hed no margins invested in the chances of 
the rise and fall of paper ; they dealt exclu- 
sively with real values in real money. There 
was no collapse there, because there was no 
speculation or zambling in the money invest- 
ed. There was no shrinkage of values be- 
cause of the shrinkage of money. The 
money of California remained unchanged, 
and the property representing like money 
knew no shrinkage. While the banks 
of the rest of the country closed their 
doors, and even the savings banks refused, 
for want even of depreciated paper, to pay 
their depositors, the banks of California were | 
undisturbed, paying all demands in coin. 
The year has gone by, and a hundred 
thousand mechanics of Pennsylvania 
have been turned away from the closed 
mines, mills, and workshops, and while all 
over the country labor has been employed at 
half wages or half time, the industries of 
California have been undisturbed, and the 
savings banks of that State have on deposit 
$63,000,000,—a suni equal to the capital in the 
National Banks of New York City, and ex- 
ceeding that of all the National Banks in 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, New Orleans, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Chicago, and Pittsburg 
combined: While the National Banks of San 
Francisco have 2 capital of two millions and 
a half, the commercial banks, organized un- 
der the Stete law and doing business on a 
gold basis, have a capital of $48,000,000. 
There has been no panic, no disturbance. no 
prostration ; there has been continued in- 

crease of production, of general wealth, of 
commercial prosperity, and all because Cali-

standard, and has preserved as the basis of 
all her trade the money employed by the civ- 
ilized world. What is true of California is 
equally true of Nevada and Oregon, which 
have in like manner retained the coin stand- 
ard of values. 

Let any one compare these results with 
that produced by the twelve years’ substitu- 
tion of a fictitious standard of values in place 
of a real one. Here are the debtor class 
vehemently protesting against any improve- 
ment in the currency. They say that when 
they contracted this debt, or bought this 
property, money was worth 55, 60, or 65 
cents on the dollar; now that money is worth 
88 cents,—an increase of their debt of from 20 
to 30 cents on the dollar; to make that money 
worth par will be to add 25 to 45 per cent to 
the amount or their debts. American states- 
men are proclaiming that the only just remedy 
is to prevent that currency reaching par, and 
to put it back to 60 cents on the dollar, thus 
making money ‘cheap and plenty.” In 
California, money is abundant. Capital in 
any quantity is to be found there, because an 
investment in California is a safe one. A 
dollar invested remains a dollar to the end ; 
it is in no danger of being reduced by an act 
of Congress, or rendered valueless by the 
failure of a gambling stock bank or a specu- 
lative railroad company. 

Shall the condition of affairs that has pre- 
vailed in California be made general through- 
out the country, or shall we make our 
wretched, fluctuating paper money perpet- 
ual? Shall we go on as we have done, until 
capital will refuse investmentsnot secured by 
coin collaterals, and the presentation of a 
greenback will be met with a refusal to sell? 
There are other uses for money than to pay 
taxes. There are other uses for money than 
to pay debts with. Money is wanted to carry 
on production, to give employment to labor, 
and to purchase raw materials. When these 
suspend, there will be but little use for taxes, 
and debts will pass away with the  annihile- 
tion of the credit system. The money the 
country needs is not depreciated paper; that 
has lost the confidence of capital. What we 
want is honest accounting and honest pay- 
ment, and these ean only be had by the sub- 
stitution of honest money for the present pa- 
per, and of real dollars for the counterfeits. 


FRANK SPEECH ABOUT FRANKING. 

It seems that the franking abuse has only 
been scotched, not killed. It apparently has 
as many lives as a generation of cats or a 
claim against the Treasury. We are sorry 
to see that Mr. G. F. Hoar is one of the 
three advocates for the restoration of the 
fraud. His motives are unquestionably good, 
but his position as third fiddler to the 
precious dno of Maynarp and Ke.iey is un- 
worthy of the man. It is a most amazing 
argument that is made for the right of 
franking. The deficiency.in the Post-Office 
revenues has increased during the year since 
franking was abolished. Therefore, cry Ke1- 
LEx.and Maywnarp, the abolition of franking 
is the cause of the increased deficiency. In 
other words, the Post-Office Department, by 
ceasing to carry mail-matter free, has lost 
money! This wondrous paradox must be left 
to Keniry to explain. It is sheer, utter non- 
sense. The Department has saved the ex- 
pense of carrying tons of unpaid matter, and 
has lost the receipts from that matter. As 
those receipts were nil, it has lost nothing. 
Its saving, then, is so much clear gain. It is 
evident that Bonawy Price had too much 
reason for his caustic characterization of the 
apostle of- pig-iron as a lunatic. The causes 
of the increased deficiency in the Post-Office 
revenues are clearly stated in Mr. JEweEL1’s 
report. They are the extension of necessary 
mail-routes through the unsettled portions of 
the country, where the expenditure of a dollar 
yields a return of only 3 or 10 eeats; the 
extortionate charges of common carriers ; 
the wastefulness of subordinates; the lavish 
subsidizing of steamship lines, which get $1 
to $5 for carrying a letter that pays the 
Government a few cents; and _ the 
great enlargement of the letter-cdelivery sys- 
tem in all our cities. Some of these 
causes of deficit are inseparable from the 
peculiar geographical conditions of the coun- 
try. Others can be removed, and doubtless 
will be. The Postmaster-General has already 
shown an earnest zeal for reform and econ- 
omy. The way to help him economize is 
not to make him carry tons of matter free. 

Messrs. Ketuey and Maynarp, after shriek- 
ing a while over the deficit, and proposing to 
eure it by increasing the expenses and dimin- 
ishing the receipts of the Department, opened 
cry on a new idea. Quoth Krerinry: ‘“ This 
is the people’s privilege; I demand it for 
them ; they must have the public documents 
they wish.” Maynarp echoed the idea. In 
these few words both men managed to prove 
themselves arrant demagogues. At present, 
it will cost a constituent just 4 cents to write 
to his Representative and get a copy of any 
public document he wishes. If he does 
not care enough for it to pay this ridiculously 
small sum, he can get along very well without 
it. Franking is not the privilege of the peo- 
ple, but the perquisite of the Representative. 
It allows the latter to send copies of a speech 
which he has spouted to empty benches on a 
Saturday, and has afterwards studded with 
bracketed ‘‘laughter,” ‘‘applause,” ‘* pro- 


longed cheers,” ‘‘tremendons cheering,” 
‘“‘ cries of ‘Go on,’” etc., broadcast over his 
district. Shiftless constituents use them to 


light the fire, and thrifty constituents sell 
them to the tinman by the pound. The per- 
quisite further allows the Congressman to be 
cheaply generous by swamping the libraries of 
his district with ponderous ‘‘ pub. doc’s,” 
printed and delivered without costing him a 
cent,—and never read. The frivolous 
youth who frequent the libraries pre- 
fer light literature to the report of 
Tomxrns, Consul at Terra del Fuego, on the 
Patagonian tariff. The penurious law-maker 
can also frank his week’s wash home and in- 
close a frank to prepay its return. When an 
election is at hand he can secure two or three 
thousand of his signatures at Washington to 
be used in distributing party-pamphhlets at 
the cost of the nation. Nay, he can even 
sell his autographs for use as postage-stamps, 
and has been known to doso. There isa 
legend of a Congressman who franked his 
horses and carriage to Washington. It is 
not wholly impossible that the story has 
truth in it. Thisis the real nature of that 
‘* privilege of the people,” about which Ke1- 
Ley and Marnarp prate. The first of these 
men is a demagogue, and the second is 
like unto him. Ketury has been threatening 
to leave the Republican party, but has suc- 
ceeded in scaring nobody. Nobody sobbed, 
‘*Sweet WriutaM, stay.” In fact, the people 
who took any notice whatever of Krexuizy’s 
binster expressed a cheerful readiness to see 
him go. He wishes the Republican party to 
ruin the country by taxing the many for the 
benefit of the few, and by forcing worthless 
shinplasters by the billion upon the people. 
The Republican creed is a low tariff and hard 
money. If this disagrees with Mr. Kutuer, 
he had better start his third party forthwith. 


BuTuer is ready to join. Mayrnarp has out- 
lived his usefulness. He lags superfluous on 
the stage, displaying a fine faculty for get- 
ting on the wrong side of every question. 
His advocacy of the Civil-Rights foolishness 
has almost destroyed the Republican party 
in Tennessee. His Congressional career 
fortunately ends next March. When one of 
the two has been taken, it isa pity that the 
other has been left. Congress must bear 
with KeLuxry two years more. 

Mr. GarFIEeLp’s defense of the abolition of 
franking was too weak. It was only half- 
hearted. He pleaded for another year’s trial of 
the reform, as if it had partially failed. It 
has not failed. The attempt to revive frank- 
ing is merely a faintly-disguised scheme for 
salary-grabbing. The salary-grab, senior, 
laid a heavy cross on many Congressmen by 
putting an “ex” before their whilom titles, 
and the salary-grab, junior, if persisted in, 
will do the same thing for many more. The 
Representatives who are going home to stay, 
March 5, 1875, cannot afford to hurt their 
damaged reputations any more; and those 
who are coming back to Washington a year 
from now eannot be too careful. A good 
many of them are on trial. They had better 
keep their fingers out of the Treasury. The 
people do not wish the franking abuse re- 
stored, and they will mark the men who vote 
for the repeal of the reform wrung from 
Congress & year ago. 


A PAPER-MONEY STATE, 

The State of Arkansas, just at this time, is 
an illnstration of the inevitable consequences 
of an issue of paper money without any pro- 
vision for its payment. The Ketiuey school of 
inflationists insist that, so long as greenbacks 
are backed by the ‘faith and resources of the 


nation,” and are receivable for taxes, there 
can be no use for better money. The State 
of Arkansas has a large funded debt, upon 


which interest matures every six months ; and 
the State has, in addition, outstanding State 
scrip, evidence of State indebtedness, which 
is ‘* based upon the faith and resources” of 
the State, and is receivable for taxes. This 
scrip now amounts to a sum equal to three 
years’ revenue of the State. Of course, all 
taxes are paid in scrip; no money is ever re- 
ceived into the Treasury; all salaries are paid 
in scrip; everything the State needs has to be 
paid for in scrip. There being three times as 
much scrip out as the annual State tax, the 
demand for fails far below the 
supply, and scrip is not only depreciated, 
but is getting lower every day. The 
nominal expenses of the State are thereby in- 
creased, Men will not furnish the State with 
supplies and take pay at par inscrip. If 
scrip be worth 40 cents, they allow for a fur- 
ther depreciation, and charge the State $1.20 
in scrip for what could readily be had for 40 
eents cash. In this way the issue of scrip is 
increasing with fearful rapidity. It now re- 
quires three pounds of paper scrip to answer 
the purpose which one pound accomplished 
at first. In the meantime, the State, having 


scrip 


with which to pay interest on the bonds, and 
therefore no interest is paid, and the State is 
precisely in the financial condition in which 
the whole conntry will be placed should the 
inflation programme be carried out and the 
country flooded with an additional issue of 
paper money ‘* based on the faith and re- 
sources of the country,” and receivable for 
all taxes. Already matters have reached that 
stage when the publicexigencies demand that 
the present outstanding scrip shall be post- 
poned and a new issue of preferred scrip 
shall be issued, which in time will be also 
postponed to make room for a new issue of 
preferred scrip. It is to this condition that 
any system of inflation adopted by Congress 
will bring the whole country. 


CARL SCHURZ. 

A Washington dispatch purports to give 
Senator ScuvuRz’s views on the subject of the 
Missouri Senatorship, and eredits him with 
saying that he would not accept a regular 
Democratic nominationif it were tendered to 


him. He is reported as follows: 

How can any man with common sense expect me, 
with my principles, to support the Democratic party ? 
Can I do sucha thing with my record,—sacrifice my 


whole career for the suke of a seat in the Senate ? 

Whether or not Mr. Scuvrz actually made 
this remark to the reporter, we have good 
reason to believe that it is a fair expression of 
his sentiments toward the Democratic party. 
We know that he has not one jot of sympa- 
thy—not one idea in common—with the 
Bourbon Democracy of Missouri. In fact, 
his position during the late campaign is suf- 
ficient attest of this, if there were no other. 
He acted with the Independents and Repub- 
licans as opposed to the Democrats. It was 
well understood that, if the Republicans and 
Independents had been successful, he would 
have been their candidate for the United 
States Senate; and we sincereiy regret, as 
may the entire Republican party, that the 
combination to this end did not succeed. 

There is not a word nor an act in Mr. 
Scuvrz’scareer that can be construed into sym- 
pathy with the Democratic party, as faithfully 
represented by the Bourbons of Missouri. 
He differs from them on all the fundamentale 
principles of our Government. ‘They believe 
in ‘*State Sovereignty”; he does not. They 
believe in the right of secession ; he denies it. 
They are but a lot of poorly-reconstructed 
Rebels; he is an original Abolitionist. They 
are naturally and by inheritance “‘ down on 
the nigger”; he has been the colored man’s 
steadfast friend always. They are reactionists ; 
he is progressive. The two poles are 
not more opposite than Scuurz and the De- 
mocracy. And unless indeed, as he says, he 
were prepared to sacrifice his whole career 
for the sake of a seat in the Senate, he could 
not consent to be their candidate. It is not 
likely, so entirely opposite are they, that the 
Missouri Bourbons will dream of making him 
their candidate. That would, indeed, be too 
severe a punishment for Mr. Scuvrz’s blun- 
der in eutting away from the Republican 
party,—an insult which ought not to be put 
upon him. 

When Cart Scaurz first came to this 
country he was already a Republican. He 
had given up his native land, the associations 
of his youth, the things that he must have 
held most dear, as a sacrifice to his Republic- 
an nature. He found here a natural affinity 
with the movement for the salvation of the 
Union and the liberation of the slaves. He 
was identified with the organization of the 
Republican party, the direct and legitimate 
successor of the old Party of Liberty. He 
contended along with the others against 
frightful odds to achieve its success. He en- 
tered the army and fonght for the preserva- 
tion of the Union. He could not strike hands 
with the Rebels he then opposed. The differ- 
ences he has had with the leaders of the party 
in Washington were rather personal than fun- 
damental ; they were questions of policy 
more than principle. We have no doubt now 
that Mr. Scuznz is secretly persuaded that he 
would have been of greater service to his 
country if he had fonght the jobbers and cor- 


ruptionists within the Republican pasty in- 


stead of going outside of it ; but there is no 
reason why he should be called before a pub- 
lic confessional to acknowledge this. We are 
also persuaded that when the issues again 
shape themselves—as they must at the next 
Presidential election—between Republicans 
and Democrats, between State Sovereignty 


and National Sovereignty, between Progres-. 


sion and Bourbonism, Mr. Scxuvurz will be 
found just where he always stood when these 
issues were clearly defined. 


WRITTEN INSTRUCTIONS. 

Very general complaint is made of the prac- 
tice prevailing in our State courts of requir- 
ing the Judge presiding at a jury trial to pass 
upon written instructions presented to him 
by counsel, and to give, refuse, or modify 
them as he may see fit. The evils of this 
system have been very clearly pointed out by 
Judge McAuuister, and he demands, asa 
cure, the return to the old system of charg- 
ing the jury, or, as it is termed in England, 
the “‘summing up of the cause ” by the pre- 
siding Judge. The tendency of legislation in 
this State has been to withdraw from the 
Court any comments upon the evidence, and 
to confine his instructions simply to the law 
of the case. By an act approved Jan. 27, 
1874, and in force July 1, 1874, it was pro- 
vided that ‘*‘the Court in charging the jury 
shall only instruct as to the law of the ease,” 
thus leaving the jury entirely free to reach 
such conclusions as te the facts as they saw 
fit, without aid or interference from the 
Court. 

But the practice of which Judge McALuis- 
TER particularly complains, of the Court 
being called upon to give a series of ingen- 
iously contrived and frequently contradictory 
instructions prepared by the counsel, does 
not result necessarily from the statute as it 
now stands, but has grown up from the lazi- 
ness of Judges unwilling or unable them- 
selves to write such instructions for the jury 
as the case demands. Sec. 53, Chap. 1190, 
Hunrp’s Statutes, provides that ‘* Hereafter 
no Judge shall instruct the Petit Jury in any 
ease, civil or criminal, unless such instructions 
are reduced to writing.” This section does 
not require the Judge to give merely such 
instructions as are presented to him by 
counsel. He may, and indeed he should, 
himself prepare instructions covering his 
own view of the entire case, so that 
the law can be presented to the jury in 
something like a harmonious and consistent 
form. It is true thatthe following section (54) 
provides that, ‘* When instructions are 
asked which the Judge cannot give, he shall, 
on the margin thereof, write the word ‘re- 
fused,’ and such as he approves he shall 
write on the margin thereof the word 
‘given.’” Under any system of practice, 
even that to which Judge McALuisTer desires 
us to return, counsel had the right to ask the 
Court to instruct the jury upon certain points 
according to counsel’s views of the law. If, 
in a series of instructions prepared by the 
Court, the points covered by the counsel’s 
requests to instruct were substantially given, 
the refusal of the particular instruction in 
the language employed by counsel would not 
be error. ‘The Supreme Court has repeatedly 
held that the refnsal to give a particular in- 
struction is not error, provided the substance 
of the instruction was embodied in one given. 
And hence, even under our statutes as they 
now stand, any Judge desirous of giving to 
the jury an intelligent and coherent view of 
the law of the whole ease can do so, and 
should do so. 

The difficulty is that but very few Judges 
will attempt to do this; and so thoroughly 
established has the practice become of the 
counsel writing all the instructions, that the 
Judge sits in helpless inanition waiting for 
the presentation to him of a series of ingen- 
iously-contrived legal conundrums, prepared, 
in many instances, for the express purpose of 
misleading the jury and tripping the Court. 
Through this series of conflicting riddles the 
Court is compelled to grope and guess his 
way, and when che result is finally reached 
the jury are left in a condition of the most 
perplexing muddle. 

So completely have the Courts voluntarily 
abdicated their proper and legitimate func- 
tions that in some districts in the State they 
do not even read the instructions to the jury, 
but they are turned over to the counsel for 
the respective parties and by them read. To 
call the series of legal propositions the ‘‘ in- 
structions of the Court” is the broadest pos- 
sible farce. Written by counsel, they might 
as well be read by counsel. The Court is 
supposed to have looked them over, afd 
affixed to them his imprimatur, but they give 
at best only mere glimpses of the law of the 
ease, and those glimpses are from one side. 
Nothing like an intelligent view of the entire 
case can possibly be given under this most 
vicious system. But itis obvious that the diffi- 
culty does not rest in the fact that these in- 
structions are written. It comes from the fact 
that the Judges do not themselves write 
them, but are content to ‘take merely 
such as counsel see fit to  fur- 
nish them. The old method to which 
Judge McAuuisTer refers is open to one very 
serious objection, and no lawyer has 
ever practiced under that system who has not 
experienced it. When the time comes to 
make up a bill of exceptions under an oral 
charge to the jury, troubles begin. A care- 
less, a prejudiced, or an obstinate Judgethen 
has it in his power to substantially deprive 
the party taking an appeal of all benefits of 
his exceptions. The charge not being in 
writing, the Court will refuse, having discov- 
ered his error, to give it precisely as deliv- 
ered. The only remedy is by mandamus. 
What the charge upon the particular point 
really was, or the exact language in which it 
was couched, it is frequently impossible and 
almost always difficult to show. And then, 
such a Judge as we have described has it in 
his power to violate every rule of law in his 
charge, thus inflicting the most serious injus- 
tice, and, by refusing to set forth his charge 
correctly in the bill of exceptions, deprive 
the injured party of any relief whatever. 

As helpless and discouraging as is the ap- 
pearance of a Judge waiting for the counsel 
to furnish him with the instructions, the 
spectacle of a willful and dishonest Judge re- 
fusing to put into the bill of exceptions the 
charge which he has actually delivered to the 
jury is a much more serious one. Moreover, 
it is a matter of serious doubt whether oral 
charges to jurors by the Judges of our State 
Courts would not lead to serious confusion, 
Instructions thus given would in many cases 
be carelessly framed and clumsily con- 
structed, and the tendency to error from mere 
‘‘slopping over” would be very much greater 
than if the J&uage were compelled to reduce 
his charge to writing. The proper practice 
now prevails in the United §: « Courts. 
By a recent act of Congres. any Judge 
of that Court may be requested to reduce 
his charge to the jury to writing, and 
thus he is compelled to keep « sufficiently 
close watch of the cause during its progress 
to be able to understand it, and to write in- 


telligently vomcerning it at ite close, Tie is 


not compelled to pass upon and deliver to the 


jury a series of conflicting and misleading 
instructions. The jury receive an intelli- 
gent, comprehensive, and coherent statement 
of the law of the entire case as applied to 
the facts before them; there is no difficulty 
in determining what the charge in fact was, 
inasmuch as it is in writing; and counsel 
have all the rights which they can’ possibly 
require for the protection of the rights and 
interests of their elients to request the Court 
to charge or instruct the jury according to 
their views of the law upon certain points, 
and preserving their exceptions to the refusal 
of the Court so to charge. 

The system of instructions as now pursued 
should be abolished, and Judgesshouid be re- 
quired to charge the jury in writing, the 
Judges to write the charge themselves. This 
would not, asa matter of course, interfere 
with the privilege of counsel to make such re- 
quests to eharge as they saw fit; but these 
requests should be in writing, and the form 
of indorsing upon such requests the words 
‘‘refused” or “given” might be well dis- 
pensed with, asa reference to the written 
charge of the Court would show whether they 
had been substantially given or not. The 
practice of writing their own instructions to 
the jury will not be at all injurious to our 
Circuit Judges. It devolves upon them a 
duty which rightfully belongs to them, and 
the performance of which they ought not 
longer to be permitted to evade or avoid. 
Upon the Court should be rested the respon- 
sibility and the sole responsibility of putting 
into shape the law upon which the jury are 
expected to act, and the practice of doing 
this, if it accomplishes nothing more. 
will certainly improve the standard of 
judicial literary performances. Accuracy of 
thought, of knowledge, and expression may 
thus be'gained, which, under the present shift- 
less method of relying upon the lawyer not 
only for ideas, but for the language in which 
to clothe them, our Circuit Judges may never 
be expected to reach. There will also be cer- 
tain to follow from such a rule much im- 
provement in the statement of the law. 
Judges will commit fewer errors when the 1n- 
structions which they give are prepared by 
themselves than when they are prepared by 
counsel and placed before them in a disjoint- 
ed and fragthentary shape. Jurors will act. 
and be prepared to act, much more intelli- 
gently than they now do, and the general in- 
terests of the publie will be promoted by the 
change. 


THE DISTRICT OF CULUMBIA DEBT. 

We inter that Senator CGNKLING proposes 
a summary disposition of all the bonds of 
the District of Columbia, and the municipal 
debts of Washington and Georgetown, by the 
Government assumption of the obligations 
which they répresent. The telegraphic synop- 
sis of the bill he has recently introduced into 
the Senate proposes an issue of United States 
4 per cent bonds, in an amount not to exceed 
318,000,000, which shall be exchanged dollar 
for dollar within a year,—we do not think it 
would require more than a fortnight,—for 
the bonds and stocks of the District of Co- 
lumbia and the old debts of Washington and 
Georgetown. Whether it is intended that the 
United States Government shall hold-the 
bonds of the District which it thus redeems 
against the people of the District or 
not, is not clear. But it is imma- 
terial, since it will amount to the same thing 
in the end. If these District bonds,are re- 
tained, they will never be paid. The District 
is now virtually bankrupt. For the United 
States Government to fund and pay off this 
debt, is simply to add this amount of money 
to the National indebtedness, release the peo- 
ple of the District, and secure the bondhold- 
ers payment that would otherwise be exceed- 
ingly doubtful. From a recent statement of 
the Commissioners appointed by the Presi- 
dent to investigate the affairs of the District, 
we make up the following statement of their 
finances :

Mr. Conxirno, therefore, in fixing $18,000,- 
000 as the limit of the Government issue for 
this purpose, seems to have made a close esti- 
mate in round numbers for wiping out all the 
obligations of the District, old and new, bond- 
ed and unbonded, adjusted and unadjusted, 
legal and illegal. This Government assump- 
tion of the District indebtedness, it will be re- 
membered, is in addition to the annual appro- 
priations made by Congress to the District 
Government, of which there were nearly 
three and a half millions given for the current 

ear. 

; We presume that Mr. Conxirno’s bill is 
based upon the opinion of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House, given last summer, to 
the effect that the United States are liable for 
these debts, since they were contracted 
through their delegated representatives. But 
the House bill of last summer contemplated 
that only an equitable proportion of these 
debts should be assumed by the Gen- 
eral Government, while we cannot help 
thinking that, under Mr. Conxurxo’s pro- 
posed bill, the entire amount of indebtedness 
would be assumed. A favorable estimate of 
the project holds that the Government would 
only have to pay about $200,000 a year in- 
terest, this being the difference between the 
4 per cent on the $18,000,000 and the 
amount of interest the Government would 
be entitled to from the debts taken in ex- 
change. But suppose the Government should 
receive neither interest nor principal of these 
District debts? The supposition is not an 
unreasonable one, considering the present 
bankrupt condition of the District. 

If the United States Government is to un- 
dertake to keep the City of Washington and 
District of Columbia in order, make all their 
improvements and pay all their debts, the 
sooner the public knows it the better. If 
this is true, the Government might have 
saved many millions of dollars by accepting 
the situation some years ago, before the 
gigantic system of improvements was inau- 
gurated under ‘‘ Boss” SuepuxrD and his ring 
of swindlers. The saving would have 
been made in two ways: (1) By sell- 
ing Government bonds at par, while the 
District bonds, owing to their uncertain se- 
curity, have been sold at a large discount ; 
and (2) by a cloger supervision of the public 
improvements, ercby preventing the extor- 
tions under the Washington Board

Yesterday morning a dispatch was received 
here requesting all the members of the family 
of the Hon. J. B. Rice at present in the city to 
hasten to his side if they wished to see him 
alive; the telegaam stated that he was failing 
rapidly, and that he could hve but a few days at 
the furthest. In obedience to this melancholy 
message, his daughters and sons-in-law left for 
Norfolk in the afternoon. Hardly an hour 
had elapsed after their departure when 
another telegram came, stating that Mr. 
Rice had died at half-past 5 o'clock at the 
house of his son-in-law, Mr. Kimball, on Free- 
man street, where he was stopping with his wife. 
Tne family will, however, continue on their 
journey, and will probably meet the remains of 
their father at Richmond, whence they will be 
brought to this city. 

ORIGIN OF HIS SICKNESS. 

When Mr. Rice came home at the expiration 
of the last session of Congress his face was al- 
most as ruddy, his step as firm, and his general 
health apparently as good, as in his earlier years. 
He was a man of admiiable constitution, 
who, during a long and _. ~obusy life, 
bad been almost ignorant of the meaning of the 
word sickness. Yet these outward signs of well- 
being were deceptive; the constant confinement 
incident to Congressional duties, which he per- 
formed with rare faithfulness, bad told upon a 
man whose previous habits of life had been so 
active and evergetic. The hot weather of a 
climate to which he had been a stranger since 
his boyhood, together with the change in food 
and water, produced a chronic diarrhea, which 
he neglected to check in its early stages. 
When he grew worse, and demanded 
medical treatment, instead of returning 
home, or going to some Northern water- 
ing-place, he left Washivgton only to 
go to Norfolk. He exchanged a place whieh was 
hot for one which was infinitely hotter, and 
though he im»roved somewhat, it yas due more 
to the cessation of labor than to the change of 
climate. His reason for selecting Norfolk was 
that one of his daughters was married to J. P. 
Kimbail, an Engineer in the pavy, who was 
stationed there. 

AFTER HiS RETURN. 

Soon after his return to Chicago, he went to 
the residence of his son-in-law, George L. Dun- 
lap, Esq., at Geneva Lake, hoping thas in that 
genial epot he might regain his fading strength. 
Bat the disease had fastened itself too 
strongly upon him, and his whole sum- 
mer was 8 succession of slight gains, 
always followed by sill severer attacks. As the 
months wore on, and the political cortest grew 
warm. he felt compelled to withdraw from the 
political arena aud to renounce his claims for 
that renomination which would otherwise have 
been unanimousiy tendered him. When che 
Convention met on the 20th of October, a letier 
was read from bim in whicb he adverted to bis 
failiug bealth and withdrew his pame as a candi- 
date.

RETURNED TO NORFOLK,

HIS EARLY LIFE. 

John Blake Rice was born in the village of 
Easton, Talbot Couniv, Maryland, in 1809. His 
fatber was a shoemaker, aud he learned tha: 
trade, devoting his attention especially to 
women’s shoes. It i8 not known how long 
he worked at this humble calling, nor 
is it certain that he might not have stuck to the 
last many years longer, and the wiwle current of 
his life have run ip a different channel, but for 
an accidental circumstance something in this 
wise : The mavager of a Baltimore theatre, John 
Clemens by name, while strolling along one of 
the streeta of the Maryland metropolis one day, 
overheard a rich musical voice trolling out a song 
inside a shoemaker’s shop. He stopped and la- 
tened for a moment, and then passed on, but 
the voice impressed him as unusually fine. and, 
with an eye for talent of ail kinds, he made it 
convenient soon atter todropin at the shoe- 
shop, and find out the possessor of the 
tine beritone. After a brief negotiation the 
young shoemaker was engaged as a chorister in 
Clemens’ Theatre, and it was there the siage-liie 
of Join B. Rice began. This was in 1836. The 
following year found him a member of tne com- 
pany of the 

WALNUT STREFT THEATRE, 
Philadelphia, where he was engaged for ‘‘sing- 
ing partse’’—that is, he was a member of the 
chorus, and occasionally was on for a song be- 
tween acts. While in Vhiladelphia he married 
Miss Mary Ann Warren, daughter of the old 
mavager aud actor, William Warren, long since 
deceased, and sister of William Warren, the 
celebrated comedian or the LBoston Museum. 
Miss Warren was then playing soubrette parts at 
the Walnut Street Theatre. Mr. Rice subse- 
quently went to Albany, N. Y., where he opened 
the 

NATIONAL AMPHITHFATRE. 

That undertaking, however, proved a failure, 
aud he became associated with Henry T. Meech, 
the proprietor of the Albany Museum. He re- 
mained there four or five years as manager, and 
thence went to Buffalo, where he joiued the 
company of the Eagle Street Theatre, under the 
management of Dean & McKinney. He succeed- 
ed these genticmen as manager, havy- 
ing as his low comedian Wiliam War- 
ren, and Mrs. Dan Marbie, since deceased. 
It was at the Eagle Street Theatre in Buffalo, 
and under Mr. Kice’s management, that Dan 
Marbie made his first great hit as a comedian, in 
the play of ‘‘Sam Patch,’ written by a Buifalo 
lawyer; and it was also here that Charlotte 
Cushman, then a giddy young lady of 21 or 22, 
played one of her very first star engagements. 
The orchestra leader was LeBrun, who now re- 
sides in Chicago with his son, J. A. LeBrun, of 
the Recorder's office, The old Eagie Stree: 
enterprise succeeded but moderatelv in a finan- 
cial way, and the manager concluded wo give it 
up and 


GO WEST. 

Early in 1847 he went to Milwaukee, then a 
pretentious rival of Chicago, and there manayed 
atheatreforatime. But his ambition and ob- 
servation were not limited to the nar- 
row confines of the vilage by the lake. 
Casting his eve in the direction 
of Chicago, he ascertained that a Canal Conven- 
tion—that wae ap age of canais—was to be held 
here in July of that year, 1847. It was to be a 
great affair, and delegates from ail parts of the 
United States were to be here and discuss the 
question of cheaptransportation. It occurred to 
Manager Rice to seize the occasion and turn it 
to account. The Milwaukee theatre was aban- 
doned, and, with such capital and credit as he 
could command, he came to Chicago and put up 
a wooden theatre on Randolph street, between 
Dearborn and State streets. He had calculated 
righily; the Canal Convention brought a 
large number of strangers tothe city, and the 
theatre made money rapidly. One night, when 
the Manverse Opera Company were producing 
‘*Somnambula,” the wooden structure burned 
down. Le Brun, the veteran orclesira leader, 
who was then serving in that capacity, telis of 
A WELL-KNOWN CHICAGO LAWYER 
who had come to the opera in a state of slight 
inebriation. He had gone toeleep during the 
performance, and only awoke afver the theatre 
had caugot fire and the audience were hurrying 
out. Mr. Rice had first announced that there 
was nodanger, and a moment later had advised 
the people to vacate * quietly but rapidly.” All

stage. Supposing this to be a _ part 
of he acenic éffect, he expressed 
Lis approval most enthusiastically, declaring it 
to be “an excellent imitation.” He was ulci- 
mately assured of its reality, and got out of the 
house none too soon. The fire occurred on the 
30:h of July, 1350, the loss being $4,000, aud the 
insurance $2,000. 
THE FIRE ORIGINATED 

in a shanty On the opposiie side of the alley in 
the rear, and the audience hearing the alarm 
were somewhat frightened. Mr. Rice, vot aware 
of the exact locality of the cooflagration, thought 
there was no necessity for fear. Accordingly he 
approached the fooulights and addressed his pa- 
trons somewhat in this manner: 

** LADIES AND GENTLEMEN : Be quiet ; be quiet; 
you will never bein danger untill am. I guard 
your interests as wellas my own. Sit down.”’ 

Just then some one whispered to him from the 
wing, ** Mr. Rice, the theatre is on fire.” 

Turning to the crowd, who felt somewhat more 
secure On account of his assurances of safety, 
he said : 

‘Ladies and gentlemen. Get out of here just 
as quick as God will let you.” 

ibe warning was heeded promptly, and in less 
than half an bour the theatre and nearly a block 
of adjacent buildings wasin ashes. 

In those days it was difticnlt to get stars, since 
their terms were too large, and hence stock 
actors were almost wholly depended upou. Mr. 
Rice was an excelleut manager, and on several 
occasions showed bis versatility as an actor. He 
was remarkably seif-possessed, and whenever 
any of his company were unable to play, on ac- 
count of sickness or from any other cause, rather 
thau chauge the bili or close the house, he 
would 

SUPPLY THE NECESSARY LINK 

in bis own person, usually playing the character 
as weil or better than the actor would buve dove. 
One night, woile McFarland was leading man, 
“Othello” was billed. The main-stay of the 
piece failed to report, or rather was unable to 
show himself on account of being intoxicated. 
His condition was not known until the curtain 
was about to be rung up, andthe company was 
ina quandary. Mr. Rice, however, was equal to 
the emergency; he donned Ctfello’s robes, and 
played the first two acts with great satisfacuov 
tothe audience. By that time McFarland bad 
become sullicientiy sober to be present- 
avie, and he waded through the  o.her 
three acts. On another occasion, Ned Harris, 
the leading man, threw up his ei gagement one 
afvernovn suddeniy, and, imagining the bill would 
have to be chauged or the bonse ciosed, went 
among the audieuce to laugh in bis sleeve at the 
mauager’s distress. He, too, was mistaken; 
* Kholand ” had been announced, and it was per- 
formed with Mr. Rice in the ieading character. 

The first “‘star” introduced to the Chicago 
public under bis management was Edwin Forrest, 

who appeared as Jack Cade, June 15, 1847. 

Two mouths after the destruction of the 
wooden theatre on Raudolph street, Mr. Rice 
purchased 

A LOT ON DEARBORN STREET,— 

the present site of Rice's Block,—80x80 feet, 
and in the month following (Sept. 16) the foun- 
dation for a pew theatre was laid. lt was oveued 
Feb. 3, 1851, with a programme which embracca 
the singing of the ‘* Star-Spangied Banver,” an 
address written by B. F. ‘laylor, and s>.oken by 
Mrs. Rice, ** Love in Humble Life,” ** Captain of 
the Waicn,” and ** Dumb-Bells.” 

This theatre would seem to have paid much 
better than the old one, for in the eubse- 
quent years “stars” of the first maguitude 
plaved witbin its walls. Chariotte Cushman 
Was the iirst Most prominent one, she openiug 
in the ‘Stranger’ on the 29th and playing 
‘** Meg Merrilies ” ov the 30th of July, 1851. A 
few nights previously, J. H. McVicker, who had 
been with Mr. Rice since 1848, had made bis 
iaieweu apvearabce, belng tende.eu a com pil- 
menpiarvy bevelit. He, however, returned March 
iQ, 1852, for a short envagemene. 

13, 1°53, at the cl.se of the season, 
ice had a bevelit, appearing in the clarac- 
ter of Auwrian Truman. 

ln October, 1853, Mr. McVicker reappeared, 
and was iustalled as stage manager. At this 
time Jobn R. Walsb, pow Manager of the West- 
ern Néws Company, was the ticdet-collector at 
the dour, and John McNally, afterwards a weli- 
known newsdeailer, Was ireasurer. 

Ai the close of the season, Jan. 21, 1853, Mr. 
Rice had anotber benetit; and on Feb. 7, 
1354. Mr. McVicker was the recipient of a bene- 
tit, at Whicii seveu lots on the West side, not far 
from Union Park, were distributed as prizes, the 
tickets being $5 each. On the 3th of Decem- 
ber of tne same year Mr. McVicker had bis 
* fareweil beneiit,” Mr. Mecfarlaud tasinug bis 
place as manager. 

From this time on Mr. Rice conducted his 
theatre very succeesfully, presenting such stars 
as Maggie Miichell, Conuldock, Cbanfrau, 
tiackett, Lola Moniez, John Brougham, and Mr. 
aud airs ds W. W ailack, 

On the Sth of February, 1857, 
opened his theatre on Madison street. ‘Tuis new 
sddition proved more attractive than the old 
‘Chicago Theatre,” and Mr. Rice, having ac- 
cumuimed cousiderable wealth, decided to 

RETIRE FROM THE BUSINESS. 

His management practically euded Nov. 27, 1857, 
when the seasou closed; but he leased the build- 
ing to McFarland, whe opeved with the ** Cor- 
sican Brothers.” This venture was not very suc 
cessful, and, other theatres haviog sprung tu 
ihe city, Mr. Kice deteimined to utilize 
his property by turning it into busi- 
bess places. This was done, the building 
was occupied as stores aud oitces, uni 157], 
when it was destioyed in the great tire. A sub- 
siautial structure was erected on the site the 
tollowing year, and is known as “ Kice’s B.ock,” 
—a monument of bis enterprise aud faith io the 
future of his loved city. 

Aiver abandoning the theatre, Mr. Rice devot- 
ed himself to the improvement of his real es- 
tate, of which he had acquired la: ge quantities. 
The theatre was converied into stores. Joln 
McNay, the ex-treasurer, opened lis bookstore 
there, and a billiard-saloow occupied the remiain- 
der of the lower floor. 

HIS PUBLIC LIFE. 

Although a prominent and active citizen almost 
from the day of his arrival here. and a warm 
liepublican from the day of the orgauization ot 
that parity, Mr. Rice took no part ia poliuical 
life, so far as office-holding was concerned, uuiil 
1865,-when he was nominated as the candidate of 
che ** Union Party’ for Mayor, in opposition to 
F.C. Sherman. Notwithstanding the popularity 
of the laiter, Mr. Rice received 11,000 votes :o 5,000 
for his oppopent. in 1867 he was revominated 
by acclamation, and again defeated Mr. Sherman 
by a crushing majority. When his terin of office 
expued in the fall of 1869, he refused to be a 
candidate for a position which successive 
charter amendments had shorn of all 
its §636© power and houor, aud which 
left its incumbent a mere nonentity. 
His two adimipistrations were singulariv for- 
tunate. There were no jobs in the Council, and 
no complaints of indifference on the part of the 
Mayor. As presiding officer of the Council, he 
was in all respects the bess that uncontrollable 
body has ever had, and none of the scenes 
which have since disgraced it could have oc- 
curred during bis government. He took an ac- 
tive part in every detail of the citv affairs, and 
was thoroughly conversant with all its necessi- 
ties. 

From 1869 to 1872 he took no active part in 
politics, but, in the fall of the latter year, when 
tne Republicans of the new First Congressional 
District wanted ai candidate he was 
the man on whom ali eyes’ were 
turned, and he was unanimously elected as 
the representative of his party. He was chosen 
over Judge Otis by an immense majority, swollen 
by his own personal strength, and went to Werh- 
ington to discharge his new duties, bearing wiih 
him the same conscientious determination to 
iulfill the high functions of his office that he 
bad displayed in other and less important posi- 
tions. His record in Congress is well known. 
Anew member, busied in learning details, he 
bad few opportunities of displaying the real 
ability which was in him; but when he spoke 
and acted, it was always t6 the satisfaction of his 
constituents. On the fnancial questions which 
came up at the last session his record was pe- 
culiarly consistent and sound. By his associates, 
attractea by his kindly nature and genial dispo- 
sition, he was loved and respected. 

By his death, which occurred in almost the 
prime of his life, the Firet Congressiona! District 
has lost ite firat Representative, the city one of 
its best citizens, and his family a kind and 
affectionate fatier. 


HIS FAMILY. 

Mr. Rice’s family consisted of one son and five 
daughters. His boy enlisted early in the War, 
and was killed at Chicamauga,fenn., Sept. 19, 
1865, while in command of Company A, of the 
Righty-ninth LTilinois Volunteers. His dauygh- 
ters, all of whom are living. are married to 
James W. Odell, of the firm of Flint, Thomyson 
& Co.; William 8. Smith, Assistant Cashier of 
the Third National; Orson Smith, Cashier of 
the Corn Exchange National; George L. Dun- 
lap, former General Superintendent of the 
Northwestern Road, and J. P. Kimball, of the

IN CHICAGO. 
MADISON STRERT. 

The large frame block at the southeast corner 
of Madison and Throop @treete was totally de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday morning. The alarm 
was given at 2:50 o'clock, from Box 316, and just 
as the firemen were closing their ball. The fire 
had been burning in the interior of the structure 
evidently for about twenty minutes before Officer 
Duffy, who gave the alarm, discoveredit. The 
building was two stories in height in the central 
portion, and the eastern and western ends were 
a story higher. The block included Nos. 
428 to 438. The fire originated in No. 
430, and was first seen by Dr. J. T. 
Quirk, who arose at 2:30 o'clock, and saw the 
stairway ou fire, from @ knot-hole ip his apart- 
ments over store No. 428. He immediately 
aroused the inmates, and they had barely time 
to escape with their lives, being compelled to 
run into the street en dishabilie. The firemea 
responded promptly, and, notwithstanding the 
building was wrapped in flames, and bid fair to 
envelop the adjoining large frame building on 
Madison street and the frame houses on Throop, 
they succeeded in confining the fire to 
the block where it originated. They had 
scarcely reached the spot when the western end 
of the building was blown down with great 
force by an explosion of hot air 
which had become confined in the attic. Mr. 
Dickie, an occupat of the third floor of No. 438, 
was coming down the lower stairway when the 
crash occurred, and was thrown violently down 
to the sidewalk and severely injured. It was re- 
ported that a woman and child were burned, but 
the report was false. Mr. Dickie was the only 
person burt, though it was feared when the ex- 
plosion occurred that Otuers were in tie ruins, 
Neariy al] the occupants lost their personal ef- 
fects, and but little was saved from the 
stores. The fire was reflected luridly against 
the cloudy heavens, aud attracted hundreds of 
people to witness it. 

S. B. McCormick, of No. 419 West Moprroe 
street, was the owner of the burned building. 
He stated a girl said thata woman in No, 480 
arose just previous to the fire, and soon after- 
wad discovered che clothes in a closet in flames, 
aud ran out, after a vain endeavor to quench 
the hire. 

The entire loss will reach $40,000, and is only 
partially covered by insurance. 

Mr. McCormick valued the building at $20,000, 
and has ap iuosurance of $7,500, as foliows: 
Western, of Toronto, $2,600; ‘raders’ of Chi- 
cago, £2,600; and Globe, of Chicago, #2,600.

Reporter—What led you to suspect that the 
** Katie King” of to-day is not the one you saw 
last summer? 

Mr. Owen—As I have said, I never like to 
vouch for apything that I cannot tuoroughiy 
authenticate; bad I not so stiongly indorsed 
the maniiestations I would have said 
nothing. My suspicions were first aroused, 
and tuose of my -triends, by the dif- 
ference in the furms and faces of the 
“ Katie King.” Tue arrangement of the cabi 
net did not satisfy me, aud | so stated to the 
Ho meses. I requested thatethe cabinet bs 
placed on casters, 80 thatit could be moved to 
avy part of the room, and also that it be thrown 
open for examivation. Now, while they did not 
refuse to do this, they nezl@cted to accede to my 
request, which amounted to the same thing. 

Mr. Owen then described the proximity of the 
cabinet to a window (tha had been boarded u))) 
and a door, and stated that the arrangement 
might have allowed of traps. He further eta.ed 
that before writing the letter pubiished above be 
calied on tbe Holmses and advised them that he 
was pot absolutely satisfied with their manner of 
conducting their seances.

Reporter—Will this discovery hurt the cause 
of Spiritualism ? 

Mr. Owen—Ohb, not at all. It is merely the 
failure of oue experiment; that is all. 

Reporter—Who is ** Katie King ” ? 

Mr. Owen—That I cannot auswer. Dr. Child 
has pubiished a letter which he believes came 
through her, but it must be takeu with a few 
grains of allowance. Iam never in favor of ac- 
cepting anything of the kind without corrobor- 
ative evidence. 

Mr. Owen concluded the interview by stating 
that he had been informed by some friends that 
the Holmes were willing to accept the suggestion 
he had made, which he (Mr. O.) boped was true. 
The matter these friends intend following up, 
but for the present Mr. Owen desires to with- 
draw all that he has said in the way of vouching 
for the correctuess of the manifestations. 


INDIANA’S SHAME. 


The Practical Results of Buskirk’s 
Decision — Twenty-Five Colored 
Schooli-Children Turned into the 
Streets—No School-Privileges Ali- 
lowed Theme

A special dispatch from Terre Haute has al- 
ready briefly informed the Gazetle readers of the 
outrage perpetrated at Brazil, Clay County, on 
Wednesdoy last, by the dismissal of about twen- 
ty-tive colored children from the public schools. 
This morning, on the arrival of the Vandalia 
train, I met a gentleman from that place who 
gave me # few additional particulars of the 
affair. It seems that, some time before the 
late election, the question was raised as to 
the propriety of longer permitting the children 
oi colored parents to attend the pubiic schools. 
Little attention was paid to the matier at 
first, the better class of citizens, who are above 
the ‘‘ negro prejudice,” supposing that m would 
very socn drop out of sight. But the infiux 
of colored miners, who displaced the Irish 
and German strikers and fault-tnders,.bad a 
tendency to agiiate all questions pertaiming to 
negro rights aud privileges, and very soon the 
Trustees of the ii schools announced the 
intention of compelling the colored children to 


| discontinue tweit attendance upom the public 


schools. This created deer and intense feel- 
ing for a tm and the execution 
of the announcement was suspended. Between 
twenty-five and thirty colored scholars were in 
atten , aod several of them conspicuous for 
their application and eagerness to acquire an 
education. In one of the lower grades two litile 
boys were always at the headof tbeir class, and 
none of them manifested a quarrelsome disposi- 
tion, or @ desire to assert their rights under the 
Fifteenth Amendment, by imposing upon such 
of their white schoolmates as happened to be 
inferior in muscular development, Wich one ex- 
ception the teacbers showed a willingress to in- 
struct them. and seemed to take a pride io dis- 
proving the old fogy idea of negro inferiority by 
showing what a colored child could accomplish 
when properly trained and disciplined. 

No sooner, however, was the Buskirk decision 
rendered than the question was again raised. 
Democrats, bankrupt miners, and a few moss- 
covered Revublicans who voted the Whig ticke: 
in 1854, joined in one prolonged howl for the 
expulsion of the “ niggers,” demanding prompt 
obedience of the school authorities. The 
Trustees, Messrs. Dillon W. Bridges, E. 8. Hus- 
sey, and William Torbert, did not hesitate to 
compiy. Ap order was promulgated, instructing 
Supt. Wilkinson to inform the teachers of the 
respective departments that they must dismiss 
their colored scholars, My informant stated 
that Mr. Wilkinson at first peremptorily refused 
to obey the order, but subsequently acquiesced 
to save his position. A a of the teachers 
complied under protest, and oue of them, Jennie 
Worthington, through sympathy for the little 
ones, declared her iwability to send 
those home who attended her department. 
“How can I order that obright-eyed 
little fellow never to return to this school ?” she 
said, pointing to an intelligent-looking boy 12 

ears Of age, who was ove of her smartest and 

est scholars. The Superintendent relieved her 
of the embarrassment. The little fellow, with 
tears in his eves, begged to remain again and 
again, be walked back to his seat, hu¢ged his 
books tightly, and wept as if his liitle heart 
would break. ‘* Johnuy will get ahead of me,” 
he said, ‘‘ and I shall not get into the next read- 
er. Ob! can’t | come back—just me?” The 
majority of those debarred were not less affected 
by the dismissal. They were the faithful few 
who attended scLool because ambitious to secure 
an education. hey were attached to their 
books, their teachers, their playmates, and their 
classes. But, without an hour’s notice, before 
any other provision had been made for them, 
and in direct violation of the law of the land, 
they were rudely thrust into the streets, and are 
to-day absolutely without the means of obcain- 
ing the i.struction which the State Constitution 
guarantees to its citizens. 

“ The better class of people,” said my inform- 
ant, ‘‘ are thoroughly indignant, aud will demand 
the restoration of the children. ‘If this is de- 
nied, we intend compelling the Trustees to fur- 
nish separate schools and good teachers, and 
wilithen await the action of the Unitea States 
Supreme Court in the case, which will be taken 
before it, on appeal from the Buskirk decision.” 

“Has Hussey shown any symptoms hereto- 
fore of being unfriendly to the colored race ?” I 
asked again. 

‘** On several occasions,” answered my inform- 
ant. ‘He pretends that it is necessary to wage 
war upon the negro in order for the Republicaus 
to retain their ascendency in Clay Coun.y. The 
county Las been very close for several years, but 
until this fall we have managed to keep ahead. 
ihe miners, forthe most part, have been with 
us. Bat after the strike, negroes were imported 
to tale the place of those formerly engaged in 
the wors, and this has set them all against us. 
Hussey is a politician of the demagogue orde-, 
and I presume he thought thatif he yielded to 
the clamorof the ignorant, prejudiced mob, 
which demanded the expulsion of the colored 
children. he would make capital for bimself and 
party. But his policy is a short-sighted one. 
Nie has reised up a hust of opponents, and made 
the better class of people his personal enemies 
for his shameful conduct. He deserves to be 
condemned and denounced by every respectable 
paper and person in the country.” 

My friend spoke out the sentiments which 
doubtless are uppermost in the mind of every 
citizen in Brazil who is sufficiently intelligent to 
understand the gross »:utrage and insult which 
Bridges, Hussey, and Torbert have offered to 
every lover of natural justice. There is no law, 
nor any Supreme Court decision for that matter, 
to justify their conduct, though it is clearly the 
outgrowth of the now famous Buekirk decision. 
The act of May 138, 1869, provides tor the eduea- 
tion of colored children on equal terms witb 
white children, and, even if they had de- 
sired to carry out the Court’s decision to the let- 
ter, there is no reason why the children should 
bave been expelled until provision was made for 
their education in separate echools. A few 
weeks more of mixed schools would certainly 
have worked no contamination. It is clear, 
therefore, that the course pursued is of the most 
absurd as well as most unjustifiable character, 
and shows the authors of it to be men wor.by of 
allthe censure which my friend would have 
them receive, 

I have met few people, and no Republicans, 
who do not regard Judge Buskirk’s late decision, 
in the Carter-Carey case, as unjust, unwarrant- 
ed, aod sadly behind the times. Two of tie 
ablest lawyers in this city, who have had nothing 
to do with the case, but who have carefully ex- 
ami.ed the decision, believe it to be weak and 
untenable. Maj. Gordon has already asked for 
a rehearing, and, if demied, will carrv it to the 
United States Supreme Court, even if it is neces- 
sary to pay all the expenses himself. It is not 
likely, however, that the colored people of Indian- 
apolis, of whom there are several thousand, will 
allow bim to go uupaid. But he is not the man, 
wien fighting fora princivle, to siop and ask 
wlether they wiil do so or not.

In the clearing up of a snow-storm at Friend- 
ship, Me., one morning last week, the peopie 
living around the harbor were astonished to see 
it literally filled with blackfish. Ina very short 
time every boat and dory was mauned by hardy 
fishermen, who rowed io the mouth of the har- 
bor, forming a line from shore to shore, and 
then commenced driving the fish slowly up the 
harbor and through a narrow passage into Ship- 
yard Cove. ben the work of killing them com- 
menced. There were 181 fish slaughtered, the 
largest 19 feet long and probably weighing 2 
tons; the smallest at least 10 feet; probable 
average length, 15 feet. It is estimated that 
they will make 150 barrels of oil, the blubber fill- 
ing the decks of three large schooners. The 
oldest fisherman there never saw a blackfish 
that side of George’s Isiand before.

Judgments and New Suits. 


WHEN A MECHANIC'S LIEN SUIT WILL LIE, 

Judge Williams decided a new point yesterday 
in relation to the extent of the protection afford- 
ed by the Mechanic’s Lien law. The case was 
that of A. L.*Hale & Brother against Hamlin, Da- 
vey & Co. and B. 8. Haight to recover a bill of 
$1,010 for upholstering chairs, $120 for uphol- 
stering a rail round the parguette circle, and 
$200 for lambrequins for the proscenium boxes 
for Barney Haight, in his ** Maight’s Theatre,” 
now called the ‘*Chicago Theatre,” on West 
Madison street. Hale & Brother claimed that 
for this work and material they were entitled to 
a mechanic’s lien on the building and land own- 
ed by Hamlin, Davey & Co. Judge Williams, how- 
ever, took another view of the subject, and 
held these materials formed no fart of the re- 
alty; that Haight or any judgment creditor 
could take the property away; that the most 
that could be said of them was that they were 
trade fixtures, but that the landlord could not 
be held jiable for their value, The demurrer 
therefore which the defendants filed to the peti- 
tion was sustained, and time given until Monday 
to amend. 

FRENCH 8 PATENT VAULT AND SIDEWALK. 

Thomas H. Crego filed a bill yesterday in the 
Superior Court against George K, Dauchy and 
James C. French, asking for an account. Crego 
says that in November, 1873, he and the defend- 
ania formed a copartnership, under the firm 
name of Dauehy & Crego, for the purpose of 
manufacturing French's patent vault and side- 
walk lights. Dauchy was to advance from $6,000 
to $3,000, and complainant was to induce Freach 
to give his patent to the use of the 
firm, receiving one-third of the profits 
from the manufacture, the complainant and 
Dauchy also having one-third each. Dauchy 
has only contributed about $1,700. ‘Lhe partner- 
ship was formed, and a place rented, first at 79 
West Washington street, and subsequently at 57 
West Washington. About the letof May last, 
Danchy demanded that complainant should re- 
sigu. This he refused to do until he was paid the 
share of profits the belonging to him, and soon 
after he was surprised to see appear in a news- 
paper a notice of the dissolution of the firm 
of Dauchy & Crego. Soon after also 
the firm books were shut up im 
a safe where he could not have access to them. 
Crego alleges now that at that time, May 1, the 
net profits of the firm amounted to $2,000, with 
larze unfinished contracts on hand, and a con- 
siderable amount of material. He therefore 
asks that an account may be taken of the profits 
of the partnership, aud his share given to him.

THE COUNTY COURT. 

The matter of the petition of the Town of 
North Chicago by the Commissioners of Lincoln 
Park. praying that the cost of establishing, open- 
ing, and constructing a driveway along the shore 
of Lake Michigan from the soutu line of Lincoln 
Park to the north line of Oak street, might be 
assessed in the mauner prescribed by law, was 
before Judge Wallace yesterday.

PESTILENCE IN MID-OCEAN, | 
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A Fearful Mortality from 
Among Coolies on Shipboard, 
From the New York Herald, Dec. 13, 

The English ship Forfarshire, which is now at 
anchor off the Battery, was visited, while on her 
voyage from Calcutta to this port, via 
in the West Indies, with a fearful cholera epi- 
demic, followed by measles among the children, 
and fifty-two of her dead coolie passengers have 
been buried in the deep. In addition to this, 
ber engineer died. 

Yesterday morning a Herald met, at 
the British Consulate, the commander of said 
vessel, Capt. Jones, who consented to give the 
story of the fearful mortality on board his ves. 
sel.

for Demerara with 510 coolies, and a cargo, con- 
sisting principaily of linseed, for New York. 

The cholera broke out the second day after 
passing the Sand Heads, the germs of the dis 
ease, undoubtedly, having been br on 
board ship, the first person attacked being s 
woman. Our doctor, who is an Englishman, 
boldinga diploma from the Medical College 
Calcutta, and his assistant, the pee who 
was an experienced doctor also, the woman 
placed in the hospital. These gentlemen work- 
ed hard, but were unable to stay the progress of 
the fearful disease. The next day other cases 
developed themselves, principeliy among the 
women, and as soonas we found that they were 
attacked we had them placed in our comfortable 
hospital on deck and quarantined from the other 
cooiies who were, apparently, in good health, 
On the third day a young men, then a boy and 
two children, were attacked, and the disease tri- 
umphed over all our attempts to stay its fearful 
progress. When ten days out as many as forty of 
my coolies were suffering from cholera. Prenous 
to this the deaths averaged ouea aay. The 
mate and the apothecary were attacked and nar 
rowly escaped with ther lives. While the di» 
ease was thus committing such fearful havoe in 
our midst the eagineer employed on board t 
distil water died. The average time of sickness 
was from three to four hours, and the coolie 
resigned themselves spathetically to their fat 
when they found that they were attacked. 

In five days thirty deaths took place, 0a 5 
looked at one timeasif every soul on 
would be attacked. The sick were given com 
densed milk to drink, port wine, brandy, essenot 
of beef, etc., and everything that could be 
thought of. I used to observe that when thei 
eyes commenced turning upward in, their socket 
i¢ was an infallible sign that death was near. | 
went freely among the sick and did my best 
cheer them up, speaking to them in their owt 
language (Hindostanee), of which I have s fail 
knowledge. I was struck with the courage thal 
many of them showed, who 
looked upon the matter as 
would, viz: If they live, they live; @ 
they die, they die! The majority of the deats 
were those of children, many of very tender Fa 
who had not the stamina of their parents. 
as cholera left us measles came upon us, sud 
among the first cases were those of my twé 
children, who were attended to by my wife; 
but the disease was not nearly so fatal as 
era, and attacked merely the children, not thé 
adults. 

When the coolies died we wrapped them up it 
their blankets and put some sand with the body 
to sink it. Of course they were hurried, as we 
had to give all our attention to the living. The 
last death took place at about fourteen da 
from our arrival at Demerara, and was 6 
debilitated by measies. We arrived mm Octobel 
in Demerara. ‘The cholera lasted from first 
last about turee weeks, after which we had né 
more cases.

the Lditor of The Chicago Trwune: 

gma: Inmy letterto you of the 25th ult., 
ished in Tue Taisunz of the 4th inst., I 
stated some of the reasons why I deemed an 
arly enlargement of the flinois & Michigan 
Canal of the iirst importance, especially to the 
cityof Chicago. Iwilladdthat it appears to 
pe, outeider as I am, that tho enlargement of it 
from Chicago Riverto Summit,—a distance of 
smiles in & straight line,—if made deep enough 
for the average vessels which enter. the harbor, 
gould be of great benefit to the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of the city, aside from 
ite geveral advantages. The increased facilities 
which it would give to various kinds of business 
ghich require space, and would be better away 
from the heart of the city, 1f not needed just 
‘pow, very e00n will be. Such a channei,—10 
feet wide and 10 or 12 feet deep,—with substan- 
tial docks upon each side, being directly upon a 
sommercial thoroughfare which would soon be- 
gome second in importance to none in the Union, 
qould not fail to attract capital and population 
py the superior facilities for various kinds of 
business which it would give, and the relative 
cheapness of the property. The earth excavated 
jpjorming this enlarged canal would Lespread out 
each side for several hundred feet, thus 
giving admirable ground for buildings, fumber- 

yards, parallel railroads, etc. , 

If Tam eorrect in my estimate of the value of 
this improvement to your city and our diate at 
large, let us anquire whether such enlargement 
may not be made without avy cost in money to 
either Chicago or the State. The probable cost 
would be from $3,000,000 to $3,500,u0u. 

The Staite owns the canal as it now is, and a 
grip of land 90 feet wide on each side of it, do- 
pated by the United Siates to tne diate of Lili- 
pois in 1822 for the purpose of constructing a 
e@nal, and “for no other purpose whatever.”’

Dewey 
Asevistaut Paysiciin,«n giving thema cordial 
welcome, Tie puriy of the atmosphere, the 
R£iriuess and iightsome, cleanly, neat characte: 
Of the internal surroundings instantly created a 
good impression. After preliminary introduc- 
tions, the visitors and friends, under Dr. Kil- 
bourne’s guidance, proceeded to inspect the rear 
buildings in which are tbe kitchen, the 
laundry, the bakery, and apartments of 
the domesiics, Rather a hazardous thing, 
one would think, to introduce visitors 
among kitchen utensiis and euch tke before 
they have feasted. It was considered quite an 
act of heroism on the Doctor's part. But it was 
not such @ brave aci after ail, for he kuew well 
that instead of them being nauseated by kitchen 
odors anddamaged as to tieir appetites for din- 
ner and the enjoyment thereof, their nostrils 
would receive a wholesome atmosphere, clear of 
all foreign ingredient, and their desire to eat, and 
appreciate, and be stimulated. kBuilers, ; 
dishea, and pans, and _ pauntries 
peeped into and explored; 
ing and ironing apparatus 
laundry turned and twisted ; 
when the bakery was reached, so much im- 
proved in condition were many that a pile of 
fresh-made sweet cakes, emitting a fragrance of 
carraway-seeds, was speedily reduced in propor- 
tiops. Lhe rotary oven, a modernization ot the 
old oven in common use in the Netherlands, at- 
tracted much attention. The botler-house and 
engine-room were next visited, and then the 
gas-house, in which the Doctor stated he was 
abie to manufacture gas from pure petroleum at 
$1.50 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

THE REAR BUILDINGS 
are fally 200 feet removed from tle main bwld- 
ing, with which they are connected by corridors. 
The wisdom of this provision can be readily un- 
derstood. Ali danger from explosions and burn- 
ing, so far as buman ingenuity can devise, is 
thereby abolished. 

The visitors were now shown into the amuse- 
ment hall, which is directly over the kitchen and 
laundry, in the rear building. There dancing 
parties, dramatic entertainments, and concerts 
are held every week, for the benefit of the 
patients, and on such occasions the proverbially 
acknowledged influence upon the troubled, or 
Savage, angry breas's is abundantly  il- 
lustrated. The doctor's experience is, 
that often the most violent patients 
exhibit astonishing degrees of calmvess and 
quiet. The hail was for the nonce turned intoa 
dining-hall. Mr. Holden, with Senator Upton as 
vis-a-vis, presided over thé repast. ‘Tho inev- 
itable cigar was produced after the coffee, and 
when afew mivutes had elapsed, giving a fair

MR. HOLDEN 
gently tapped the table with the handle of his 
knife, and rose smulingly. He said: Gentlemen of 
jhe Legisiature, I have invited you here in order 
that you may see for yourselves in what manner 
we have expended the moneys appropriated for 
the erection and furnishing of this institution, 
and to lay before you our present 
needs. In the ge8s100 of 1869 a 
law was passed authorizing the erection 
of the Northern Insane Asylum and Hospital. 
A Commission was appointed to select a site 
for the building, and Elgin was choeen, under 
a promise of a grant from the city. The city do- 
nated 155 acres. Since then three adjoiming 
farms have been purchased, making aggregate 
acreace of houses and farm of 480 acres, In the 
summer of 1870 the contracts were let, and the 
erection of the buildings begua. The north 
Wing aud rear buildings were finished in the

spring of 1872, the central portion in the fall, 
aod the south wing has just been completed. 
Additional work has been done, such as putting 
in an extra boiler for housekeeping purposes, a 
pump of large dimensions, taking -down an ordi- 
nary oven and substituting a rotary oven, the ad- 
dition of a retort to the gas-works,—and these 
works were not contemplated in the 
appropriations. The total disbursements, in- 
cluding the annual ‘appropriations for the care 
and sustenance of patients, have been about 
$700,000; every bill bas been paid, and there 
a inthe hands of the Treasurer of 
5150. 

At present there is accommodation 300 patients, 
andif the Legislature grant the appropriation 
asked for, 450 persons can be accommodated, for 
then the new wing can be furnished. The build- 
ings have been all well and faithfully built ; the 
coutractors did their work conscientiously. The 
great part of the farm is under cultivation, 
aod betp is received from the patients. 
But, with 250 additional patients, which 
the demand upon the Asylum would soon supp-z, 
increased profit could be derived from the farm. 
The intention 1s to raise and kill on the farm all 
the mutton and beef, together with the neces- 
sary grain for the cattle, and probably nine- 
tenths of the labor will be performed by the pa- 
tients. What we ask for nowis an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 per aunum for the uext two 
years to provide for the wants of the patients, 
and $10,000 for putting up outhouses, ior re- 
pairs, etc. In order to render the wing just 
finished habitable, we require about $3,000 for 
furniture, and we must ask you to have thata 
propriated as for an emergency. I may add 
that the total amount received by the Trustees, 
for nearly s!x years’ services and their expenses,

DR. KILBOURNE, 
at the request of Mir. Holden, addressed a few 
words tothe lezisl tors 10 support of Mr. Hol- 
den’s appeal.

Assembiyman Miller inquired where the pa- 
tient to filkup with wero to come from? He 
would like to know whether the Doctor would be 
awbie to get occupants for the addition. 

Dr. huibourne replied that daring the past 
two years he has rejected 200 applicants. Le 
had often discharged incurable and chronic cases 
in order to accommodate recent ones which were, 
asa rule, curable. If people wouid understand 
the importance of sending cases to the Asylum 
on the lirst inception of the disease, a large per- 
centage of men would be saved to the State. 
Experience taught that 70 per cent of cases only 
turee months old were cured, while, after one 
year had elapsea, only 80 per cent could be 
cured. : Phe percentage of. cures at this institu- 
tioa w&s much higher than in any other part of 
this country, avd immeasurably higher than in 
any part of Europe. 

Assemblyman Niehoff desired to knowif he 
understood the Doctor to say that he sent away 
incurables in order to make room for recent 
cases ? 

Dr. Kilbourne answered thaj that was what he 
paid. 

No other speeches were made, although the 
Rev. Mr. Bauich wickediy suggested, when in the 
gas-house, that the newlvy-elected legislators 
should take ina good supply of gas, as they 
would find it usetul. 

Senavor Waite bad a long and earnest conver- 
tiou with Dr. Kilbourne upon the subject of 
treating incurables. He looked upon their dis- 
missal from ao asylum as outrageous, and was 
Of the opinion that some legislation looking to 
provisious for their safe keeping was required.

Holden carefully deposited the 
papers in his inuer pocket, to the intease delight 
of the poor lunatic. As the visitora were leay- 
ing the corridor, a short, red-whiskered man, 
With a peaceful cast of countenance, followed 
close up, muttering in audiole tonea, ** Strike 
me ; I can fight the whole lot ; I am champion,” 
end then he rolled up his coat-sleeves. But 
there Was nO more harm in bim than in a baby.

CAUSES OF SOUTHERN EPIDEMICS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn,, Dec. 17.—The physicians 
of Nashville metin convention last evening at 
the Board of Health rooms, to receive Surgeon 
EK. McClellan, of the United States army, who is 
in the city for the purpose of investigating the 
initial canses of the cholera-epidemic of 1873. 
Dr. McClellan stated that in his investigations 
he bad discovered that the cholera*had passed 
from New Orleans to Vicksburg, thence to 
Shreveport and Memphis, where it was scattered 
North, South, East, and West. until it reached 
the confines of Missouri, ‘The disease had gen- 
erally originated after the arrival’ of 
emigrants from infected ports, and on 
unpacking their baggage, the disease being con- 
fined to their clothing ; that eholera, smail-pox, 
fever, and other contagious diseases, could ‘be 
tapidly and effectively distributed by common- 
carrier; that close railroad cars and private 
closets were the means of spreading the disease 
as thev — through cities on the line of rail- 
roads. ‘In answer toa question by Dr. Buest, 
why Louisville, although connected by railway 
with Chicago, Cincinnati, Memphis, and Nash- 
ville, was not afiected, while Nashville was so 
severely scourged, he answered by saying that 
the question opened up a wide field for argu- 
inent; thatit was a well-known fact that cbol- 
era might be imported into a city again and 
agein, die out, and be revived by some local

STEWART AVENUE. 


Effort te Make the Fort Wayne Read 
Improve it. 

A meeting of citizens of the Sixth Ward, in 
conjunction with the workingmen’s organiza- 
tion of the same section, was held last evening 
in the saloon situated on the northeast corner of 
Twenty-fourth and Hanover streets. Mr. Thomas 
Sullivan was called to the chair, and Mr. D. M. 
McGarry was elected Secretary. 

‘The attendance was not very large, and the 
proceedings were orderly. 

DAVID DUNNE 

was Called upon for a speech, and attacked the 
railroad monopolies in a stirring manner. ‘They 
were, he said, greedy for gain, and, while 
they were willing to cut down the poor 
man’s wages to pauper prices, they re- 
fused to fulfill their own contracts with 
Federal, State, and City Governments. The 
condition of Stewart avenue, through which the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Road had a right of 
way, Waa simpiy horrible. The ordinance passed 
in the Common Council bound the road to keep 
18 feet of the thoroughfare in good condition for 
the passage of wagous and other vehicles. This 
ordinance was ba:efacedly violated every day, 
aud it was only one more instance of the con- 
tempt in which ceitaiu railroad corporations heid 
the laws of the country. One reason was that 
they were greatly controlled by Euglish capital- 
isis, who had no inierest in Amer- 
ica, Or in Americans, except to make 
woney. The illinois Central Road 
was oue of that stripe. When an infant corpo- 
ration, the Federal Government granted it 
1,500,000 acres of iand, along its whole line, 
which was tied up, and which paid no taxes. He 
thought that the Illlinois Central ought to be 
taxed in proportion, just the same as the poorest 
property-hoider. |[Applause.} He thought that 
the Legisiaure Ought to take the matter in 
hand, aud compel the Central to sell ite reserved 
lands to the citizeus by auction. He fiercely de- 
nounced the reduction of wages by the Fort 
Wayne line, and said that all workingmwen should 
earnestly combine for the purpose of breaking 
down tyrant monopolists. [Applauge.] 

Aid, Sommer said that the previous Aldermen 
(Tracey and Schmitz) bad done their duty. The 
Board of Public Works, to which was referred 
the ordinance, had failed to take action so far. 

Mr. Dwyer said that the issue of the Alder- 
Manic question in the Sixth Ward turned on this 
very question of the improvement of Stewart 
a\ycobLue, 


RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Owen Conlin, President of the Sixth 
Ward Workingmen’s Association, presented the 
following preamble and resolutions, which were 
adopted by the meeting : 

WHEREAS, The managers of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago tailroad Company have reduced the 
wages of their laboring men to the starvation point of 
$1.15 per day, without, at the same time, having made 
a corresponding reduction in their passenger and 
freight tariff; and, 

WsHeErkras, The managers of the said railroad com- 
pany dave failed or refused to comply with the re- 
quirements of the ordinances of tue City of Chicago 
and the laws of the State of Luinois, in so faras they 
have failed or refused to open a roadway 158 feet 
wide along its lins of entrance on Stewart avenue into 
the City of Chicago, for teams to pass and repass 
alone said line of railway into said city, from the 
Souta branch of the Chicago River, south to tie city 
limits of said city as aforesaid; and to open and plauk 
the crossiugs of all streets and alleys along said lne 
of entrance, from gaia South Branch tothe said city 
limits, and to keep in good repair the same ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the workingmen of the Sixth 
Ward, in mass-meeting assembied, do both coliectively 
and individually deno.nce the action of the managers 
of the said railroad company in reducing the wages of 
their laboring men to such a low, paltry sum, as Leng 
mean and without justificativn, sud deserving of the 
contempt of all r'gut-minded men, 

Kiesolved, That a committee of six be appointed to 
wait upon the city authorities, and urge upon them the 
necessity of compelling said Pittsburg & Port Wayne 
Railroad Company to open the said roadway and 21/ 
street—crossings as aforesaid, in compliance wiib tLe 
laws as made and provided, 

Mr. McGarry made some sensible remarks in 
reference to the question at issue, and recom- 
mended vigorous action in regard to the im- 
provement of the avenue. He moved that the 
Committee be at ounce appointed, which pre- 
vailed. 

‘Lhe following citizens were then placed upon 
the Commitee, with instructions to wait upon 
the Board of Public Works and the Common 
Council in reference to the matter: Messrs. 
Uwen Conlin, D. M. MeGarry, Philip Oertel, J. 
P. Eek, L. H. Barton, and Patrick Dwyer. 

Lhe meeting then adjourned.

THE BETHEL HOMES. 
. CONSIDERATION OF THE SUBJECT BY THE PRESBY- 


TERIANS. 

The Committee appointed at a late meeting of. 
the Presbyterian munisters to investigate the 
Bethel Homes of the city met yesterdav after- 
noon at McCormick’s Block. Present, the Revs. 
J. M. Gibson, R. W. Patterson, and Mr. J. V. 
Farwell. For some time there bas been a friction 
between the Beth: 1 Home located on the West 
Side, and the Mariners’ Temple, on the North 


Side. Both institutions, it seems, <are 
identical in character, and engaged in 
the same wrok. The former is run 


under the auspices of the National Seamen's 


.. Bociety, while the latter is an independent and 
purely iocal institution, An investigation was 
ordered into the merits and demerits of both, 
that the Curch as a body might determine where 
its charity was most deserved and where its ap- 
plication wonld do the most good. 

At the commuttee-meeting yesterday a clash 
of words was anticipated from the fact that the 
officers of the two Homes, representing rival | 
interests, were to be present. ibe Committee 
took precautions, however, to prevent this, and 

‘not only excluded the officers, out the press rep- 
resentatives, in consequence of which much of 
the detail of the imbroglio 1s lost to the public. 

The only bu-iness transacted by the Committee 
was the reception of written statements from the 
Chaplains of the two institutions, setting forth 
the financial condition of their respective 

¢ THE BETHEL HOME 
report showed that since the tire of 1871 about 
$30,000 bad been received and exvended. Of 
thie amount about $45,000 had been realized 
from the business, from which, after supporting - 
the institution, a profit of 11,000 had accrued, 
“ which had been applied to the completion and 
furnishing of the Home. The balance 
‘of the receipts. over and above the business, 
derived from public contributions, had also been 
applied to the building. The feport shows that 
since the fire about $5,000 persons have been 
accommodated at the Hom:, and, on the whole, 
that the institution, under the direct manage- 
ment of the Rev. B. Frankland, has been more 
than self-eustaining. 
THE MARINERS’ HOME. 
The reports from the Marimers’ Home were 


mot quite so satisfactory to the Commit- 
tes, from the fact that they were waut- 
ing in detail. It appeared, however, that 
the institution was incumbered to the 


amount of $14,000, and besides had a floating 
debt of $6,000, with assets said to be worth 
$50,900. Statements of receipts and disburse- 
ments were absent, which the Committee deemed 
it necessary toseé. The failure on the part of - 
Ahe Chaplain, the Rev. J. H. Leonard, to pre- 
sent them was regarded as an oversight, ora 
failure to comprehend the wants of the Com- 
mittee. “ After inspecting the report presented, 
Dr. Gibson and Mr. Farwell visited the Home to 
get the missing links. 
THE FINAL REPORT 
of the Committee is promise! to be ready to be 
nted at the Monday morning meeting oi 
© ministers, but it is very doubtful whetber it 
‘can be completed. At present the Committee 
have no idea that there has been any inten- 
tional wroug committed in the running of eithe:of 
the Homes, but it is satistied that much of the 
management has been loose and unbusiness-like. 
- The end the: }ommitiee hopesto reach is the con- 
solidation of the two Homes, which seems almost 
impossible, under the circumstances. if the 
consolidation is made at all it would seem that 
lesser must succumb to the greater, which 
) would wipe out the Mariners’ Temple. In this 
‘ event it is quite likely that the Bethel Home 
. ‘ undergo a change of management,—not that 
;

THE BELTHOVEN SOCIETY CONCERT. 
The Beethoven Society gave its first coucert of 
the season last evening at the new Farwell Hall, 
and made it the occasion of a Beethoven anni- 


versary festivity, the chronologist of the Society 
choosing between the disnuted davs and years of 


| his birth, so as to bring it on the 17th, and make 


it the 104th anniversary, thus assigning the 17th 


cember, 1772, as the real birthday, Beethoven 
himself tothe contrary notwithstanding. The 
audience was a very large one, and, if it did not 
celebrate the anniversary with an unbounded 
enthusiasm, or manifest an overwhelm- 
ing joy at the return of the 
Geburtstag, it may be set down to two general 
facts: first, that the programme was too heavy 
and long, lasting as it did until 11 o'clock; and 
second, that the festival was held in the worst 
possible place imaginable for the hearing of 
music, Tue name of the hall shou!d be changed 
out of respect to the memories of the old one, 
for no music can ever sound well in it, Its 
acoustics are killed by the enormous 
shelving gallery which projects 60 far 
forward that it only serves for a perfect 
damper on sound. No. singers can gain 
credit in it, however well they may do, and this 
fact should be taken into account in estimating 
the results accomplished last evening. We 
doubt not that the Society itself will rejoice 
that the birthday of their patron can come but 
once a vear, for it was a hard task that Mr. 
Wolfsohn set before his singers, requiring an 
immense amount of study, and, after all, con- 
ferring real pleasure only upon the few. As 


a matter of novelty and curiosity, however, 
the production of so great a work 


as the Mass in C could not but prove interesting, 
under any circumstances, its original title 
bears the opus uumber 36, and the date 1807, 
with a dedication to Prince Ferdinand Kinskey, 
although there had been a previous dedication to 
Count Esterhazy. Although nota work of the 
stupendous proportions of the Mass in D, or Sec- 
ond Mass, as itis usuaily called, which was com- 
posed about the time of the Ninth Symphony, it 
is peculiarly inte'esting as @ composition which 
led the way to the Second, and as having been 
written in the perioa which gave birth to some 
of his best compositions, among them 
the ‘‘Mount of Olives” and six of his 
symphonies. Many writers have sought 
in this mass a reflection of Beethoven's reiig- 
ious ideas, and attempted to assign those ideas 
to some peculiar sect, but of course without any 
appreciable reault. it would be aa absurd to say 
that Beethoven was a Catholic because he wrote 
this mass, a8 to say that Verdi is aworshiper of 
Isis because he wrote *‘ Aida.” Haydn said 
Beethoven was an atheist, buc this was untrue, 
because Beethoven, in his famous will and on 
numerous other occasions, recorded his pro- 
found conviction of the existence of God. He 
was undoubtediy an adherent of that Ger- 
man mysticism which has included in 
its ranks so many of the enluses 
of that country. The view of the Beatitic Vis- 
ion which this mass diac!oges is a poetical one. 
lt is the musing of a religicus poet, which, inthe 
Second Mass, deepened into genuine religious 
feeling. 

For its production, the Society turned out 
about 150 members, pretty evenly divided in the 
parts,—Mrs. Farwell, Miss Elia White, Mr. Tay- 
lor,» and Mr. Sloan taking the quariette and 
solos. The quartette was changed from its 
original cast, Miss White having the part as- 
signed to Mrs. Johnson, and Mr. Sloan that 
of Mr. Root, owing to the illness of 
the two absentees. Considering the difticulties 
of the work, andthe youth of the Society, the 
performance was a very creditable one, and what- 
ever blemishes there were, were atoned for by 
the enthusiasm and the conscientious endeavor 
with which the singers addressed themselves to 
their work, showing that they have studied this 
music diligently and faithfully. The balance of 
the chorus is by no means perfect, as yet. The 
tenors, although numerically strong,are the weak- 
est part in voice,and have comparatively littie 
solid, effective tone. The altos are also weak, 
but when the opportunitv offered they made 
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nounced enough against tne choral background. 
It may be that the wretched acoustics 
offfthe ball exaggerated these defects, and 
made the chorus seem more unevenly balan 

than it really is. There was no m.staking, how- 
ever, the conscientious work of the singers, 
and such fidel.ty under difficulties is the brght- 
est promise of future success, under more fa- 
voraule auspices, and with a less trying composi- 
tion, the Society can have. Toe lovers of 
Beethoven's music will heartily thank the So- 
ciety for the glimpse of this great 
work it has given them. The other pum- 
bers of the programme were the overture 
to ‘“*Eemont,” with which the orchestra 
is very familiar; the Choral Fantasie; the ** Ah! 
Pertido ;” the first movement of the violin con- 
certo with Joachim’s cadenza, which is a terror 
to all violinists; and the Halielujah chorus. 
One of the most interesting of these numbers 
was the Choral Fantasie, op. 80, for piano, 
orchestra, and chorus. in three instrumental 
parts and one vocal. Its first performance was 
on Dec, 22, 1803, and its first performance in 
Chicago, at the old Farweil Hall, on the 


i4th of November, 1870, at which time 
it was prodnced with superb effect by 


Theodore Thomas’ Orchestra, Miss Anna 
Mehlig having the piano part, and a select 
chorus, organized for Mr, Thomas out of the oid 
Oratorio Society, the vocal part. Upon this oc- 
casion Mrs. Regina Watson, recently of Grand 
Rapids, Mich.,—-who, we are glad to know, has 
come here to reside,—had the piano part, and 
proved herself a most sscampiiahed artist. She 
has @ beautiful touch, and plays in a thoroughly 
artistic manner, showing the results of excellent 
and painstaking study. We can hardly form 
an estimate of her abilities from tbis 
single hearing, but her performance last 
evening was marked with sufficient excellence to 
indicate that the ranks of our home pianists have 
gained a most valuable accession. Miss Haskell 
had a most trying pumber in the “Ah ! Perfido,” 
that immense dramatic aria written specially for 
a robust soprano of unnsual force and passion. 
The recitation was wanting in dramatic force and 
expression, but the aria was given with much 
feeling and with an effect which was only want- 
ing in powerand breadth. Asa whole, it was very 
creditable to this talented voung singer, and 
gained for her the most enthusiastic applause of 
the evening, and a floral tribute. Mr. Lewis’ 
playing of the concerto was the most artistic 
event of the evening’s pertormance. Itis an 
effort few violinists hke to undertake, especially 
with the cadenza, which Joachim wrote as if 
determined that no one but Joachim 
should ever play it. Mr. Lewis, 
however, mastered its difficulties in the most ad- 
mirable manner, and gave the audience the most 
even and finished piece of work of the whole 
evening. Such a display as this from a player 
who has so little time for practice only makes 
one wish that he could give his whole time to his 
instrument. His talent is too fine aad his work 
too conscientious to be kept under limitations, 

Making allowances for the difficulties, length, 
and heaviness of the programme, and for the 
atrocious acoustics of the hall, the Society may 
set down the concert as a very creditable suo- 
cess. The same amount of work upon a lers 
severe programme, and rendered in a hall where 
it can be heard to some advantage, will make a 
still greater success.

NATIONAL SCVEREIGNTY. 
Mowmovrs, Il., Dee, 14, 1874, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Triowne : 

Sir: It would seem that, aside from the 
theories of political parties concerning State 
Sovereignty and National Union, there is enough, 
in even aslight and superticial comparison of 
the Articles of Confederation of the United 
Scvates with the Constitution, in the light of our 
early history, to sustain the strong and eminent- 
ly sound position of THe Tripoung, that the 
United States is a supreme, sovereign power, in- 
stituted by the people of this country, as dis- 
tinguished from the ‘* State” Governments. 

Applying that sound maxim which oxi.sts in 
every code of written lawin the world, viz.: 
that the preamble of a siatute is the key to its 
construction, we read in the Articles of Confed- 
eration that the Staves pariies thereto ‘thereby 
severally enter into a firm league of friendship 
with each other.” It isa notorious fact that 
this great inter-State compact was only ratified 
by the several Legislatures of the States, and 
never by the people io convention. 

The only general organic act of the inchoate 
nation, up to that time, bad been its Declaration 
of Independerce, which declared in bebaif of 
one people, 

The State Governments, in their endeavor, by 
a confederacy among themselves, totake on new 
and general powers which had never been dele- 
gated to them, or any of them, violated the na- 
tionaily-deciared truth, that Governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned. 

As streams may not rise above the fountain- 
head, nor creatures usurp the functions of the 
creator, s0 the authority of this General Gov- 
ernment became much ignored, and failed to 
win the recoguition and consent of the people in 
whose will jay the true source of all uridelegated 
governmental powers. 

Washington echoed the national sentiment of 
that period when he said: ** We are a nation to- 
day, and thirteen to-morrow ; who will treat with 
us on such terms ?” 

Then the people of this country ordained their 
Constitution, and passed from an andefined con- 
dition to their place as a nation before the world, 
The solemn and terse language of the preamble 
to that Constitution is the key to itsconstruction 
and meaning: *‘ We, the people of tue United 
States, in order to forma more perfect Union, 
etc., do ordain and establish this Consutution of 
the United States of America.” 

To quote the language of the greatest com- 
mentator on fundamental law tha: ever lived: 
“It was an act of the people, and not of the 
States in their political capacities. It was an 
ordinance or establishment of government, and
